The friends of the Torrey bankrupt- 
cy billin the Senate are endeavorivg 
to have the measure considered during 
the present session of Cougress, but as 
there are only two months in which to 
complete all the uufivished business of 
che last session and the new that will 
be brought ‘up, it may be crowd-d out 
If the billcan be brought up there is 
good prospects of its passage, as the 
members are thoroughly familiar with 
its provisions, and all objections 
to it have been carefully cousidered 
and where the objectious were sound 
they have been acted upon. It is urged 
that the passage of the bill at the pre- 
sent session is demauded by the 
strained condition of the financial sit- 
uation and ths general lack of confi- 
dence which, it is asserted, results in 
zreat part from the very evils which 
the bill aims to correct, 
claimed that the passage of the bill 
would tend to restore confidence aud 
be a material help in restoriug the 
equilibrium in financial and commer- 
cial affairs. That a general bankrupt 
ey law is demanded by the commercial 
and trade interests there is no question, 
aud a: to the best form of suct law all 
the more important commercial bodies 
have agreed upon the Torrey bill as 
embodying all thatis desired, aud in a 
manner acceptable to debtor and cred- 
itor, beivg just to both. Congress will 
therefore be derelict ia its duty to the 
commercial iuterests of the country if 
time is not allotted for the considera- 
tion and passage of this bill at the pre- 
sent session.

THE DRUG MARKET IN 1890. 


Although a tight money market, 
aod all that that implies, has made 
business during the closing months of 
the year anything but satisfactory to 
importers and large dealers in drugs 
and kindred commodities, 1890, taken 
asa whole, has been a more prosper- 
ous and profitable year in the drag 
trade than many that have preceded 
it. The general trend of prices almost 
from the beginning has been upward, 
and there appears to have been fewer 
disturbing elements than usual to un. 
settle values and cause depression. It 
is true that the tariff discussion in 
Congress produced a feeling of uncer- 
tainty which was refiected in the gen- 
eral disiuclination manifested before 
the bill fiually became a law, to ope- 
rate except on the restricted lines pre- 
scribed by actual necessities. But, on 
the whole, tariff legislation seems to 
have been less of a demoralizing agent 
than heretofore when the subject of 
revision was before Cougress, and the 
ultimate result of tariff tinkering in 
this case has been to affect drug 
values perhaps less than those in any 
other distinct branch of trade. 

The tariff changes, however, pro- 
duced one result that but for them 
might not have been so marked. 
Speculation, which for many years has 
been dormant in this line of trade, re- 
ceived fresh iinpetus through the pro- 
spective changes in prices on a num- 
ber of commodities, as indicated by 
the progress of the tariff bill through 
Cougress. By astrange coincidence, 
short crops or reduced production of a 
number of these articles, made them 
peculiarly attractive to speculative 
operators. A reduction of output was 
not confined entirely to those articles 
upon which the duty was changed by 
the McKinley bill. In fact the crops 
of nearly all foreign medicinal herbs, 
barks, roots, seeds, &c., were very 
short this year in consequence of.in- 
clement weather duriug the producing 
seuson, and thisin no small degree has 
contributed to the enhancement of 
values, as recorded from time to time 
in our market reviews. It is hardly. 
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ent time, as many of these changes are 
‘ of such recent occurrence as to be fresh 
in the minds of our readers, and their 
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effect is being even now f: It by dealers 


The hard times in the financial 
world have, ag intimated »t the be- 
ginning of thie article, had a more or

many months. Theelevati n of prices 
dissipated the apathy of consumers, 
aud through the sprivg a large basi- 
ness wasdone. In the meantime, the 
curtailment of production and the 
diminished spot supplies, resulting 
from the enlarged demand, caused a 
rapid and large advance in prices, 
amounting in some instances to fully 
one huudred per ceut. The strength 
of the market was considerably in- 
creased by the reports circulated early 
in March that a consolidation of all 
the alkali-producing interests was 
contewplated, and that in fact satis- 
faetory progress toward the consuin- 
mation of the scheme has been 
made. These reports took de 
finite shape in a_ short’ time, 
but, bearing ia mind previous failures 
of the manufacturers to form a lasting 
combination, the trade in general was 
not disposed at first to place much 
confidence in this latest attempt. 
However, after encountering many 
vicissitudes and setbacks, the union 
was finally completed, and on Novem- 
ber 8th last its stock was listed on the 
Neweastle Exchange. The history of 
the conclusi.n of the work of organi- 
zation is so recent and the results are 
so well known they require no special 
comment at this time. 

While the scheme for forming the 
union was in process of incubation, 
the chemical market went through 
many ups avd downs. The advance 
of the spring months was partially lost 
during the summer dullness, and in 
fact for some months the market was 
a good deal unsettled in consequence 
of the uucertainty felt rezarding the 
outcome of the efforts to organize the 
uuion.

As stocks are always al- 
lowed to decrease at the close of the 
year there is no special siguificance to 
be attached to the present low ésup- 
plies. There has been a healthy 
growth in the business during the past 
year,as is shown by the increased corn- 
sumption reported. From the statis- 
tics at hand we fiud the petroleum 
trade of Hamburg. Rotterdam, Am- 
sterdam aud Bremevshows a large 
increase, while that of Antwerp, 
Stettin ard Danzig shows a decrease, 
The total imports at these seven ports 
to the above date was 2 641.515 bar- 
rels, being an increase of 125,161 bar- 
rels over those of the same period last 
year. This does not indicate a falling 
off in our trade with Enrope, and may 
be accepted as refuting the claiws of 
English writers «ho have repeatedly 
souzht to convince their readers, and 
presumably to influence Evglish in- 
vestors, that Russian oil is making 
great progress in displacing American 
oil. Another interesting item to be 
gathered from the statistics is the large 
proportion of oil shipped in bulk, and 
the corresponding decrease in the re- 
ceipts of barreled oil. The importa- 
tion of oil in bulk has been proven so 
satisfactory that the system is being 
extended, and this also accounts for 
the practical ending of the shipment 
of ewpty barrels tothis country, they 
being required abroad.

THE VIL MARKET DURiNG THE 
YE‘R 

The year just past has be*n unus- 
ually eventful in the line of vegetable, 
avimal aud fish oils, as the tariff ques- 
tion, compound lard agitation, court 
decisions in oleomargarine cases, large 
crops of hogs and corn, linseed oil com- 
petition, inferior quality of cotton- 
seed, and lastly the fivancial string- 
ency, produced a combination of cir- 
cumstances which caused frequent 
fluctuation in values, demoralized the 
murket for some of the articles, and 
curtailed the movement to some extent, 
as buyers ovly ordered as wanted. 
Most of the disturbinz elements, how- 
ever, have disappeared and the new 
year opens with more promising pros- 








pects. 

The linseed oil industry has been 
directed from the west where the seat 
of the competing warfare is located. 
There have b3en various reports about 
the attitude of the two western com- 
peting factions to each other, and the 
cause of the irregular prices which 
have characterized the Chicago mar- 
ket for some months, but from all the 
information we can learn it would ap- 
pear that the crushers are in the busi- 
ness to make money, aud that the ap- 
parent “‘eacrifice” (?) of stocks in the 
west is due to the fact that some crush- 
ers obtained supplies of seed at a much 
lower price than competitors and 
could afford therefore to sell the manu- 
factured product at a corresponding 
lower figure than other brands were 
quoted at. Local crushers believe in 
asteady market aud are very conser- 
vative in making changes. Their do - 
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mestic seed oil was sold at sixty cents 
one year ago,and subsequently brought 
two cents more in sympathy with the 
value of seed; a steady position was 
maintained until it became apparent 
that out of town oils would continue 
to be sold at a decline in competition 
with city brands, when it was decided 
to mark down the latter to fiftyeight 
cents per gallon at which price they 
have been offered since the ‘middle of 
The situation at present 
is steady here and elsewhere, and it is 
believed in some circles that no lower 
figures for linseed oil will be reached du- 
ring the season, but as there is no indi- 
eation of what fature events may bring 
forth to justify such a belief, it may 
be accepted for what it is worth. The 
new tariff increases the duty on for- 
eign seed ten cents per bushel and on 
oil seven cents per gallon, but there 
seems to be ample domestic seed to

The cotton oil market has passed 
through an unusual experience with 
damaged seed and inferior quality of 
After the unprofitable result last 
s9ason owing to the high prices paid 
for seed and relatively lower values 
realized for oil, hopes were entertained 
that the present season would be more 
favorable to crushers and refiners, as 
the larger crop indicated an abun- 
dance of seed at reasonable prices. In 
order to avoid a repetition of last year’s 
mistake, an understanding was had 
among the majority of mills not to bid 


oil. 


over certain prices for seed, and when 


everything was arranged for a profit- 
able season the southern states were 


visited by heavy rains which caused 
great damage to seed. This unfortu- 
nate circumstance upset all previous 
calculations,and the co‘ton oil market 
has since been irregular and demoral- 
ized as to values. Prime grades of oil 
have been and are yet in very limited 
supply, but notwithstanding that fact 
there is no particular dewand for what 
is offering in that line. The move- 
ment has been confined largely to 
lower grades of crude and refined 
which are freely offered and readily 
taken, principally for export. Values 
for prime oil are precisely the same as 
were quoted twelve months ago, but 
the lower grades are favoring buyers 
as will be seen by the reported sales 
within the past few weeks of crude at 
nineteen cents and refined at twenty- 
five and twenty-six cents. Receipts of 
cotton oil at this port are in 
excess of one year ago, while the ex- 
ports show a light difference in favor 
of this season. It is believed that the 
comparatively low prices paid for seed 
in the South will enable most of the 
mills by good management to exhibit 
a more favorable result by next Sep- 
tember than was expected. The qual- 
ity of the raw material going forward 
is represented to be mach improved, 
and prime oil may not be such 
a scarce article later in the season 

Cocoanut oils have been advanced 
considerably in value during the year, 
principally on account of curtailed 
production at the places of export, 
due to the previous low prices dis- 
couraging manufacturers and influ- 
encing them to direct attention to 
other products. Both Ceylon and 
Cochin oils have advanced over two 
cents per pound within the past 
twelve months, and as supplies con- 
tinue comparatively light, the pros- 
pects are favorable for present values 
being maintained, at least for several 
months. 5 

Olive oil has fluctuated considerably 
in sympathy witb the tenor of numer- 
ous reports in circulation concerning 
crops, position of foreign markets, 
etc. Atthe opening of the year the 
market was quoted in a jobbing way 
at 73@75c. for Italian and Spanish oils, 
and then advanced to 8ic.; since then 
the tariff duty has been removed from 
that grade of olive oil, and to-day 67c.

DYES AND DYESTUFFS DURING 
1890. 


The general market for dyes and 
dyestuffs has shown the usual number 
of changes during the year which has 
just closed, but in many respects the 
year has developed more of interest in 
the several articles than its predeces- 
sor. Prices have been susceptible to 
greater fluctuations, and the general 
conditions prevailing from week to 
week have been such as to provoke 
greater interest in the various articles. 
This, of course, applies to those lines 
in which there is always more or less 
speculation. In those where the de- 
mand is almost invariably of a jobbing 
character. the usual conditions have 
prevailed, and nothing beyond the 
ordinary interest, which is customarily 
shown in these articles, has been de 
veloped. We touch briefly on those 
lines which are considered the most 
prominent in the market. 

The year has been rather an une- 
ventful one in the aniline color indus- 
try. There has, of course, been an in- 
crease in the quantity consumed by 
reason of the continued substituting 
of anilines for other dyeing substances, 
but it is not estimated that the ad. 
ditional amount consumed will average 
over ten per cent., if that. Some of 
the older colors have rather fallen into 
disuse, while others have been taken 
more freely, and in this way one has 
balanced the other. The principal

that took place in the fall, in salts and 
oil, and particularly the former. The 
causes for the increased figures have 
froin time to time been ascribed to the 
fact of the market for benzole being 
controlled by strong holders, and a 
shortage of the above material. The 
prices for colors have, as a conse- 
quence, shown an advance, but the 
rise has not been proportionate to the 
increase in the cost of salts and oil, a 
greater advance than was accom- 
plished, having apparently been held 
in check by the keen competition that 
has been a feature of the market for a 
considerable time. 

Cutch at the commencement of the 
year was not particularly firm, though 
prices were not, comparatively speak- 
ing, low, they however showed a de- 
cline from the figures which were 
quoted during the closing weeks of the 
previous year, Immediately after the 
opening of the year, the market stif- 
fened, and up to April, continued in 
this condition and prices advanced, 
reaching 6c. The next quarter exper- 
ienced a continuation of the strong 
feeling, with sales at a fraction over the 
above figures. In August, however, 
signs of a decline were apparent, and 
the market has been easy since that 
time, which has been due to the utter 
absence of speculative buying, and to 
the fluctuations in exchange, which 
have been brought about by the vio- 
lent changes in silver. 


The latter part of the year has marked 
high prices for divi divi, which has 
been mainly owing to the smallness of 
the available stock. This was brought 
about by the fact that the previous 
year had seen a low range of values, 
due to the decrease in the consump- 
tion and a liberal supply of the article. 
The shippers therefore did not care to 
repeat the previous year’s experiences 
and sent only alimited quantity to 
this market, which brought about a 
reduction of stocks and a consequent 
advance in values. It is anticipated, 
however, that the available supplies 
will soon be augmented by lots to ar- 
rive on steamers, and it is said these 
will come here regularly and cause a 
decline in values. 

The highest prices for the year for 
logwood were touched during July, 
when $36.50 was asked and received. 
The market, however, has been firm 
throughout the greater portion of the 
year, and to-day there is a feeling of 
considerable strength apparent. Taken 
altogether the past twelve months has 
been an auspicious period for sellers. 

The year opened with a fair average 
price ruling for gambier, though the 
figures showed a decline from those 
ruling in December of 1889. The de- 
cline was very small, however, and in 
March, prices once more began to ad- 
vance, owing to the smallness of the 
stocks and a speculative movement in 
London. Values continued high, with 
more or less fluctuation, until August 
when they again gradually declined 
until to-day the lowest prices of the 
year are prevailing. The last drop in 
values was occasioned by increased 
supplies and a light demand. The de- 
liveries during the year taking present 
stocks, in first hands as a basis, show 
an increased consumption, but all the 
buyers are apparenlly well supplied at 
the present time. 

The principal item in the indigo 
market during the past year has been 
the smallness of the current crop of 
Bengals, the same showing a shortage 
of some 50,000 maunds from the out- 
turn during the preceding crop year. 
The weather at the producing districts 
was accountable for this shortage, as 
has been from time to time chronicled 
in our market reports. The demand 
has been an excellentone and asa 
natural consequence, the outlook for a 
liberal supply of parcels from the new 
crop being meager, values were ad- 





vanced to a considerable extent anq 
the market has been firm in tone dy; 
ing the greater part of the year, At 
the present moment, however, the fog, 
ing is not as strong as it has beep 
which is due to the differences tha 
have occurred in exchange and to ag. 
vices from abroad. The other quali. 
ties of indigo have been totally with 
out feature during the past twely, 
months and no particular increase op 
decrease over previous years can be 
recorded, while prices have been steg- 
dy throughout the entire period. 

There has been more or less trang- 
piring of an interesting nature in the 
prussiate of potash market during the 
year just closed, and the latter part of 
the period has marked an era of high 
prices. This was brought about by 
the almost unprecedented call for supp 
plies which set in during the early 
summer. The demand came at a tine 
when it was not possible to manufac. 
ture the article, and as stocks were not 
overabundant,the asking rates rapidly 
advanced, and were maintained at 
these high figures until well into the 
fall. The active demand was caused 
by a utilization of the article for 
special purposes, and also to the de- 
cided increase in the call for blues, 

The past year has been an eventfy! 
one in the starch market. At the be- 
ginning of the period, steps were oy 
foot to form a close combination of the 
interests, it being urged by the pro 
moters of the scheme that such a 
course was advisable,and in fact neces 
sary,in order to rid the market of the 
evils which excessive competition had 
brought upon it. The final consum- 
mation was accomplished in April, the 
style of the new corporation being the 
National Starch Company; all the 
makers, however, did not go into 
the new company. The capital was a 
considerable one, and some pretty high 
prices were paid for factories, which, 
it is estimated, had for a considerable 
period previous to this, been run ata 
loss. Immediately following the for. 
mation of the trust, the raw material 
was advanced to an almost unprece- 
dented degree. The prices, therefore, 
of the manufactured product were of 
necessity alsoadvanced. The consu- 
ing community lest no time in attribut- 
ing the rise to the consummation of the 
deal between the makers, and in this 
they were helped on by the daily press. 
It must be admitted, however, in jus- 
tice to the National Company, that 
the rise was fully warranted by the 
circumstances in the case, although 
certain of their subsequent acts might 
bear criticism. While many of the 
competing interests have been re 
moved by the formation of the trust, 
competition is none the less keen to- 
day, the conditions being simply 
changed. Prices are higher than they 
were a year ago, it is true, but this has 
been principally brought about by the 
continued excessive prices for the raw 
materials, and the contest is being 
carried on, on a higher basis of values, 
that is all, and there is still a strong 
outside interest.

This high 
duty has been placed by the government 
ostensibly to protect the refineries in Cuba, 
whose combined works are incapuble of re- 
fining the 500,000 boxes consumec in the island 
every year. Consequently it is very evident 
that certain parties are making colossal for- 
tunes out of the public, who pay $3.25 Spanish 
gold fora box of ten gallons of oil, and it is 
said that the refineries are asking fora still 
higher duty on the imported article, which 
for the best in Nev York costs $1.90 per ten 
gallons, and laid down here duty pxid would 
cost the consumer $4 to $450 per vox of ten 
gallons.”

cause of benefits they hoped might accrue to 
them by being the only ones to remain inde 
pendent;” “Refusal of others, subscribing 
conditionally, to proceed further so longa 
any factory cr number of factories remained 
outside of the fold; and last, but not least, 
the withdrawal of the Uuited Glass Co. as sub- 
scribers to the stock of the American Glas 
C...; news that, to borrow the woras of the 
daily papers, is given exclusively by us 
After numerous adjournments and assur-

Notes from Jamaica—Natuaral Pro- 

ducts Awaiting vevelopment 
—Tne International 
Exhibition. 
(Special correspondence of the O11, PAINT AND 
DRUG KEPORTER.) 
OcHo R108, JAMAICA, W.1I., Nov. 30, 1890. 

Une afternoon while I was riding along a 
plain shaded road, in company with Mr. W. J. 
Stover, a temporary American resident, he 
called my attention to a gigantic plant of the 
Aloe family, very much resembling a common 
century plant, except that it was larger. A 
tall pole-like stem about twenty feet bigh, 
grew up frum the center, bearing at its top a 
Straggiing bunch of yellowish flowers. It 
stew close to the road-side. That, said Mr. 
Stover, isthe manila plant, from which the 
Manila fiber of commerce, from which ropes, 
@tc.,are made is obtained. We dismounted and 
tied. our horses to a smull lime tree, and ex- 
awined the plant, { secured a large section of 
& long fleshy leaf, to take back to the United 
States. The manila Plant grows plentifullys 
in nearly all parts of Jamaica, but it is not, 
strange to suy, much exported. While on the 
South American coast, only three hundred 
miles away, quite a business is done in cultiva- 
ting the manila piant for ite fiber. In Jama- 
joa, it grows wild, but of large size, and the 
fiber of the specimen I have is of the best 
and most valuable quality.

“The price of an oil is u<uaily of little im- 
portance in comparison with its friction-re- 
ducing power. A saving of a few dollars’ 


worth of oil at many times its value io heated

The constituents of an effective lubricant 


are: 
First—Enouc¢h body, or combined capillari- 
ty and viscosity, to keep the surfaces between 


which it is interposed from coming in contact 


under maximum pressure.

ie., the least fluid friction allowable. 


Third—The lowest possible coefficient of 
friction under the conditions of actual use, 
i.e, the sum of the two components, solid and 
fluid friction, should be the minimum. 

Fourth.—A maximum capacity for receiv- 
ing. transmittiag, storing and carrying away 

eat. 

Fifth—Freedom from tendency to decom. 
bose or to change in compositioa by gumming 
oe otherwise, on exposure to the air, or whiie 

Oo use. 


Sixth—Entire absence of acid or other prop- 
erties liabie to produce injury of material or 
aes wae which they may be brought into 
cont-ct. 


Seventh—A high temperature of vaporiza- 
tiou aud docomposition, and a low tempera- 
ture of sulidification. 


Eighth—Special adaptation to the condition 
as to speed aud pressure of rubving surfaces 
on which the lubricant is to be used. 


Nioth—I[t must be free from grit and all 
foreign matter. 

All these requirements for an efficient lubri- 
cant are found only in mineral oils, manufac- 
tured and sold by reliable parties. All ani- 
mal, vegetable and fish oils will gum; they ali 
contain more or less acid, and consequently 
will become rancid, and their acids attack and 
corrode the surfaces of bearings, particularly 
in cylinder oils. When together with steam 
and hot water the oil is atomized over the 


steam cylinder and valves, it under these con- 
ditions has a most damaging eff ct. Wherever 
animal or fish olle have been used, either in 


the steam cylinder or %n the bearings, gum 
ming is always noticeable; and in steam cylin- 


ously detrimental to the surfaces in contact; 
it causes them to heat, and cracks and de- 
stroysthem, and consequentiy increases the 
friction, and while thus destroying the jour- 











ders where tallow is used, balling and gum- 
ming is invariably found, These gums do not 
lubricate, but they do cause friction, and that 
mens more power, more steam, more coal, and 
more labor. It is, however, gratifying to 
note that the useof animal, vegetable and 
fish oils as iubricants is becoming a thing of 
the past, and mineral oils are becoming more 
popular, 

In the adoption of mineral oil after a long 
use of animal or fish oils, particularly for 
valve and cylinder uses, there is aiways a very 
noticeable accumulation of gum and sedi- 
ment, alsoa leaking of steam through the 
packing at the cslinder-head, stuffing-box, 
ete. A soon as this is noticed most engineers 
immediately condemn the mineral oil, and 
say, “Why, the oil is ne good; it eats up all the 
packing.” But in this they are wrong, for it 
is that searching property of petroleum that 
makes it so cood a lubricant, at work cutting 
and c.earing out the waxy matter, gum, and 
stearic acid which has accumuiated trom the 
long use of animal, vegetable and fish oils. If 
the gum is removed, and new packing is put 
in, and the joints all tightened up, your #ylin- 
der is in better condition than ever before. 
This same trouble often occurs in even a 
change of mineral cylinder oil. For instance, 
you have beed using an oil highly compound 
ed with animal oii; some clever oii drummer 
induces you totry his cylinder oil, which is 
purely mineral, and after you have used it for 
a short time your engine may groan and ap- 
pear to work hard. Itacts this way because 
the pure mineral oil you are using has cut out 
the gum, etc., resulting frum the cylinder oil 
used previous'y, which was so highly vom- 
pounded with animal oils. Over-feeding of 
evena pure mineral oil oftentimes causes 
what may be called gum. This, however, re- 
suits mure frequently from tae use of those 
heavy, dark, high fire-test oils, and particu- 
larly in this western country, where the water 
isso strongly alkaline and so bud. Where 
most engineers are in error in the use of these 
heavy dark cylinder oils is, they think they 
must feed from five to eight drops per min- 
ute, whereas they should feed but two; for in 
such an excess of oii—five to eight drops per 
minute—owing to its very tenacious body and 
high fire-test, or ratber high point of evapor- 
ation, together with the quantity fed, the 
steam -fails to atomize and heat it intoa 
vapor, consequently it drups to the bottom 
of the cylinder, accumulates and rolls back 
and forth, picking up the dirt, sand and im- 
purities brought over from the boiler with 
the steem, and as it keeps iucreas'ng in buik, 
justso much harder dues the engine work, 
and the engineer thinks he shouid feed more 
oil; whereas in fact he should reduce the feed, 
for the more oil he feeds the more gum accu- 
mulates, and he has the cylinder fairly flood- 
ed with o/l rushing out the porte in perfect 
streams with the steam. He keeps on in this 
way until time comes for bim tu take off the 
cylinder-head, when he is amazed to find 
large quantities of gum, whereas he expected 
to find it perfectly dry. This gum, upon a 
chemical analysis, proves to contain from 
thirty to sixty, or even seventy-five per cent. 
pure mineral! oil, also animal! oil, ten or twelve 
per cent. carbon—resulting from burnt mat- 
ter—from different material in the cylinder, 
ten or twelve per cent. magnesia, calcium sul- 
phate, sand, etc., with may be, a small per- 
centage of asbestos and such material from 
the packing, iron and brass, from the wearing 
of the vaives aud cylinder, or follower, And 
then again, no matter bow carefully an oil is 
fed, nor how good an oil it is, gumming will 
invariably occur where there is priming or 
foaming from the boiler. The oil is biamed 
fur it, though, nine times out of ten. 


Some engineers in choosing a cylinder oil, 
want something heavy, an oil with lots of ap- 
parent body. Such oils are not tne oils that 
contain the best lubricating properties, the 
good, pure, rich, oily ingredients of p*troie- 
um; they are not the ones, but they are the 
ones most liable to cause you trouble in their 
feed, and require the greater care to prevent 
their gummuing, because they either conta a 
paraffilue wax, a8 the distillation was net Car- 
ried on long enough to drive off the wax. And 
then again, this apparent body which 80 
many engineers think they must have, is 
caused by improper distillation of petro eum, 
by direct fires un erneath the stills, commun- 
ly known as “fice still reduced oils.” By this 
process un ei) is charred or burnt in its distil- 
lation, and is consequeatly full of smal! min- 
ute particles of carbon, which, to the unedu- 
cated eye, is apparent body, but if filtered or 
strained, and the strainings placed under a 
microscope, they would flash to the light, and 
appear like so many pieces of silver or plum- 
bao; and this isthe material that would be 
like feeding so much sand into your cyiiader, 
and would cut up the metal and accumulate 
gum. In buying cylinder oils, it is best to 
deal with goud, reliable houses, who under 
stand their business, aud ask fcr oils that have 
been distilled by the dry or superheuted steam 
process, which is the only process by which 
petroleum can be distillea without burning or 
charcing. In purchasing oils distilled by thi 
process, you get an article with a high fire- 
test, high viscosity, low cold-test, and com 
paratively thin body, but you get the good, 
pure, oily ingredient of petroleum, which, 
compounded with a small percentage of ani- 
mal oil, is the best cylinder or valve oil that 
can be manufactured, and will not reguire 
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over two drops per minute on a hard-worked, 
from one hundred and twenty-five to three 


hundred and fifty horse-power engine.

found in petroleum, and by its redistillatious 
it is thoroughly separated from the lighter 
and gassier, or more inflammable properties 
of petroleum, and leaves it a mass of the 
smallest and toughest globules of petroleum, 
Te reader may not understand, but petro- 
jleum consists of a mass of minute globules of 
hydrv-carbon, which, if they could be shown 
by microscopic powers, would reveal a great 


mass of little balls, or shot like substance, 


In order to produce a iubricant possessing 


the nine efficient constituents, there has been 
amassed the toughest and most minute glob- 
ules, possessing the leas fluid friction within 
itself of any lubricating material known, and 
from the minuteness of the globules admits 
of its reaching and searching out to every 
point of the finest and closest fitting bearing 
made. These tough, cohesive little globules, 
lie allaruund between the surfaces of the 
bearings just like so many little bails;in fact, 
it lubricates exactly on the priucipal of a ball

It wears out quicker, but 
it has caused the least friction and on machin- 
ery requires the least power, which means a 
saving of steam, which means less coal, conse- 
quently such an oil reduces the cost of operat- 
ing « plant of any kind.

Review of the German Chemical 
Industry. 

The chemical industry of Germany, which 
has been constantly improving for several 
years, has made further prugress during the 
pas‘ year, owing to the fact that the volume 
or trade was considerably greater than in the 
preceding year. No great profi. was made by 
the rise in prices which took place in several 
branches, this being counterbalanced by 
higher wages and higher prices of materials, 
especially coal. The number of chemical 
establishments was 4,809, against 4,464 in the 
previous year; and 90,585 workpeople were 
employed, against 84,315, an increase of 7°44 
per cent. This corresponds to a total of 
27,379,200 working days, against 25,1:0,0% in 
1-88; and 71,611,050 marks wages against 65,- 
644,013 in 1888. The average wages increased 
from 733 to 783 marks. Another indirect 
proof of the progress of German chemical 
industry is an increase of 147,000 tons in the 
imports of raw materials for the production 
of chemical products; whilst the export of 
such raw materials was reduced by 29,000 tons. 
The price of exported chemicals was about 10 
per cent. higher than in the preceding year 
(561 marks per top against 508 marks), and the

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This improvement, chiefly due to the splen- 
did results obtained by the experimental sta- 
tions (“Versuchsstationen”) caused a general 
inquiry for artificial manures and a rise in 
superphosphate prices; but it is feared that 
thie improvement will not last.

The proposed alterations of the German Pat- 
ent Law, as published in a bill (see Keichsan- 
zeiger, March 17th, 1890), were investigated by 
a Commission, which reported favorably on 
its muin features. The main features in these 
alterations are: Firstly, it has not been 
thought advisable to give an exact definition 
of what is called a patentable invention, the 
decision being left in each case to science aud 
law. The position of chemical inventions in 
this respect will be seen below. Secondly, for 
some time past it has been uncertain how far 
u German patent for a chemical process pro- 
tected the products manufactured by tbat 
process, and inventors suffered considerable 
loss by chemical products imported which had 
been manufac ured in foreign countries by 
processes patented in Germany. In 1886, end 
again in 188, this importution was declared 
illegal; but to remove all doubt it is proposed 
to add aclause to the new Patent Law Bill, 


to the effect tbat nobody shall be 
allowed to import into Germaoy 
and sell therein chemical  producté 


manufactured in other countries by processes 
patented in Germany, unless the special per- 
missiun of the patentee has veen obtained. 
Further, that novel chemical products are 0 
be regarded as having been manufactured by 
the said processes, unless otherwise proved. 
Thirdly, the bill also contains the clause that, 
if a new process is patented, all products 
manufactured by this process are likewise 
protected. As this definition is rather vague 


and may cause considerable trouble and ua-

ings, for it is one that might well be taken up 
and thoroughly worked out by the labors of 
an entomologist and botanist combined. 

The writer of the paper just referred to 
considers the most injurious of all insects to 
be that which is known in America as the 
“Indian-meal moth” “so named,” he con- 
tinues, “because it was first found in Indian- 
corn meal, although by no means exclusively 
partial to it.” 

The varied character of the appetite possess- 
ed by this creature during the larval, or cat- 
erpillar, stage of its existence is something 
wonderful, very few substances seeming to 
be distasteful to it. It thrives equally well on 
aconite root and taraxacum devours both 
with avidity, large roots being frequently so 
completely riddled by the numerous channels 
made through them that one can crush them 
between the finger and thumb. In the caseof 
aconite it would be interesting to know 
whether the active and poisonous principle of 
the root is actually appropriated to the nour- 
ishment and sustenance of these worms as wel 
as the starchy matter, Or whether they possess 
the power of eliminating from their food nox- 
ious or injurious elements, and thus reject the 
alkaloid in the process. This point I have not 
been able to determine. Rhubarb, either in 
root or powder, Is esteemed a dainty morse) 
by this omnivorous creature, and is eaten as 
readily as pearl barley or burdock. Ergot is 
also a favorite article of diet, and I have 
reared it on curry powder, and have even 
found it feeding on cayenne pepper. surely 
with such an accommodating appetite this 
insect could scarcely ever die for want of 
suitable food! 

When the material fed on is in large pieces, 
such as roots, this larva forms cylindrical, or 
sometimes somewhat tortuous, burrows or 
excavations through it, which are lined witha 
silky web, more or less of which protrudes 
about the orifices, where it issometimes mixed 
with rejected fragments of the material and 
the excrement of the worm. When the sub- 
stance isin smaller pieces, such as ergot or 
pear! barley, or in case of a crushed root, the 
larva fastens together with silken threads a 
sufficient number of particles or pieces to 
enable it to provide for itself within a secure 
place of retreat. 

‘There are some substances which this insect 
seems to avoid; the following I have never 
known to be injured, although freely exposed 
where the insect was abundant: Podophyl- 
lum, leptandria, menispermum canadense, 
gentian, gesemium, hydrangea, geranium, 
maculatum, sanguinaria, senega, and sarsa- 
parilla. The cinchona barks also seem free, 
Cimicifuga in the unground state has escaped 
injury, but when crushed or coarsely ground 
it is soon taken possession of by this foe. 

Another insect, known as the “meal moth,” 
attacks flax seeds and a variety of farinace- 
ous substances, but it is not so generala 
feeder as the last named insect. 

The facts here recorded coincide with my 
own experience regarding the wholesale de- 
struction by small insects, and also with the 
experience of a correspondent of The Chemist 
and Druggist, who recently forwarded a sam- 
ple of acouite root which had been in stock 
fur some years, and which had been com- 
pletely riddied by a small insect described as 
the ordinary small brown beetle, which at- 
tacks maw seed and pearl bariey. This was 
undoubtedly the miechievous little Anobium, 
so destructive to almost every kind of vege- 
table vroduct. Though none of the beetles 
accompanied the actual specimen, the rav- 
ages were clearly the work of this insect, for | 
have seen Indian aconite root, or Bikh, rid- 
died in exactly the same way, with a plentiful 
supply of the insects present, thus proving 
the cause of destruction. With the speci- 
mens forwarded by this correspondent were 
some portions of a small moth, but this mate- 
rial was so imperfect as to be unidentifiable 
by an entomologist to whom it was sub- 
mitted. 

With regard to the omniverous habits of 
these little insects, I can fully believe all that 
is said by the writer in the ‘Proceedings of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association,” 
forI have found them revelling in rhubarb 
root, licorice root and ia the poppy leaf cov- 
erings of the Indian opium balls, though they 
svem not to perforate the opium iteelf. Afri- 
can tobacco leaf, however, when made up 
into twisted roils, is not free from them, and 
as proof of the fallacy of camphor acting as a 
preventive to their attacks, I have seen them 
appxrently ina thriving condition in a closed 
case in proximity to a camphor bell as it is 
sent out from the refiners. 

Regarding prevention, the American writer 
says: “By providing proper vessels in which 
to store the various substances the pharma- 
cist keeps in stock with suitably fitting cov- 
ers, much damage of this sort may be pre- 
vented, but where the insects have already 
gained foothold I know of no better method 
of destroying them than one suggested by 
Dr. Squibb, which is by the vapor of chloro- 
form. Aready way of applying thisis to pour 
a little cf the liquid on a small piece 
of sponge, and place it in a shallow tin box or 
other suitable vessel, and close the lid of the 
package containing the infected drug tightly 
so as to prevent free access of air. The vapor 
of the chloroform, in cunsequence of its den- 
sity, fallson the material and diffuses itself 
through the entire mass,carrying death wher- 
ever it goes. Where the moths are found to 
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ty, it is proposed to change the clause 
the effect that all products directly ob- 
herr py patented processes are protected by 
the patents. Fourthly, by the new bill not 
only mechanical apparatus, but also the tech- 
use of new chemicals, dyeing materials, 
ge., will be within the sphere of the patent 
s® It istherefore hoped that chemical in- 
ventions will greatly benefit by the firmer 
control which will thus be possible. Fifthly, 
hitherto it has been necessary for the German 
inventor to prove that a new chemical pro- 
duct has been manufactured by his patented 
if he wishes to prevent its import 
from a foreign cuuntry. In many instances 
this is either extremely difficult or altogether 
impossible, and it is therefore proposed that 
jn future no such product should be import- 
ed, unless it is proved by the importer that it 
bas been manufactured in a_ differ- 
ent way- Another proposal, with the 
game object, is to grant patents not 
only for new chemical processes, but also for 
such chemical products manufactured by these 
processes as are entirely new. But as soon 
asthese products are proved to have been 
manufactured by other methods they may be 
freely sold anywhere, Also, by this second 
proposal, German inventors would be wel 
protected against foreign import, without be- 
ingsubjected to such restrictions as might 
prevent progress. The bill proposed by the 
Government is, however, not favorable to 
either of these proposals, owing to foreign 
competition being considered too unimpor- 
tantin this direction. Sixthly, it is proposed 
that the new patent law should contain a pre- 
cise definition of what is termed a “special 
chemical process’’ as follows: A special chem- 
jcal process is the application of one or several 
combined chemical reactions, in order to ob- 
tainaspecial industrial purpose by certain 
means or analogous Ones which may be substi- 
tuted forthem. It follows from this defini- 
tion that for every patent application a clear. 
ly defined description of the whole process. 
from beginning to end, is required. Substan_ 
ces or methods which can plainly he 
substituted for others need not b+ specially 
mentioned in the patent specifications. Sev- 
enthly,in view of all these pcints, the Com- 
mission recommends the following clause: If 
a patent for a special chemical process is 
grant.d, the corresponding chemical product 
shallbe regarded as being mauufactured by 
this process, unless otherwise proved. 


The bill further intends to define clearly the 
authority of the Patent Office concerning the 
granting of patents, as follows: a. If the ex- 
amination by the Patent Office authorities 
shows that the invention is not new, the pat- 
ent must be refused. >. If an invention is 
found to be partially new, the relations of the 
previous to the subsequent patents have in 
every case to be defined as clearly as possible, 
so that the value of the former patents is not 
affected. c. If two patents are found to be 
totally or partially equal, the Patent Office 
shall, according to the proposed new bill, be 
eatitled to declare the second totally or par- 
tially void, whilst under the existing law no 
remedy is possible if the second patent has 
been granted before the publication of the 
first. d. The existing examination of patent 
applications in the German Patent Office has 
long been found insufficient, owing to the 
enormous amount of labor counected there- 
with, It has often been remarked that it 
would be much simpler to let time and com- 
petition decide the value of patents, many of 
which are always perfectly valueless. The 
difficulties in examining the patent appiica- 
tions are especially great in patents referring 
tochemical industry. But on the other hand 
the chief object of the Patent Office is not to 
eliminate valueless applications, but to pro- 
mote valuable inventions.

Insects Injurious to Drugs. 


JOHN R. JACKSON, CURATOR OF THE MUSEUMS, 
KEW. 

The great difficulties those having charge of 
dried vegetable products have to contend 
with are mildew on the one hand and insect 
attacks on the other. The cause of the first 
naturally arises from damp; while that of the 
second too often proceeds from the specimens 
belong kept ove: dry ind warm. If the spec- 
imens are treque: tly moved their is very lit- 
tle chance either of mildew or insect attack; 
butina large collection—in a museum, for 
instance—this frequent handling is scarcely 
possible; for it is not: to any particular part of 
& plant, or to any special product, that 
marked attention has to be given—roots, 
fruits, seeds, foliage, and stems are equally 
liable to attack; and this «destruceion by in- 
Sects seems all the more remarkable from the 
fact that the little creatures who du the mis- 
chief seemas happy oreven more so, when 
boring into drugs or poisonous plants as they 
are when feasting on the sweetest morsel. 
This fact is confirmed bv the examination of 
Soy collection of materia medica which has 
been left alone for any length of time, or 
even by aglance at a chemist’s stock upon 
which there has been no active demand. The 
subject of these insect attacks has attracted 
More or less attention at different times. So 
long ago as 1874 a paper on the subject was 
contributed to the “Proceedings of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association,” a few ex-

This, it must be remembered, was written so 
long ago as 1874, and some better remedies 
have probably been recommended since then, 
and the use of bisulphide of carbon has be- 
come of late very general in the destruction 
of insect pests in grain—indeed in a recent 
numbcr of the Kew Bulletin a memmorandum 
by Professor A. H. Chvrch, F.R.S., is pub- 
lished on the preservation of grain from the 


attacks of weevil, in which the professor says | that 


the only eheap and perfect application for the 
prevention of the attacks of weevil upun corn 
and grains consists in the employment of bi- 
sulphide of carbon. The quantity required, 
provided the grain is kept in closed vessels, is 
very minute—not more than 1% pounds to 
each ton—so that 8d is the cost of preserving 
a ton of wheat. The bisulphide leaves no dis- 
agreeable taste or smell behind, and the qual- 
ity of the grain remains unimpaired. The 
liquid is applied as follows: A ball of tow is 
tied to astick of such a length that it can just 
be plunged into the middle of the vessel con- 
taining the grain. The tow receives the charge 
of bisulphide like a sponge,and is then at once 
plunged into the vessel containing the grain 
and left there, the mouth being tightly closed. 
When neceasary the stick may be withdrawn, 
and the charge of 1 oz. of bisulphide to 100 Ibs. 
of corn may be renewed. The question of the 
preservation of food grain from the attacks 
of insects is one of equal importance with 
that of the preservation of drugs, and those 
remarks may serve to ventilate the subject 
and induce correspondents to give their ex- 
perience.—Chemist and Druggist.

CHEMICATA. 

The end of December constitutes one of 
those epochs which always mark either the 
advance or the decline of each and every 
prominent branch of trade. So far as the 
chemical market is concerned, the year—while 
it has been not without its ups and downs— 
may be said to have been rather a successful 
one. To-day’s market shows several buyers, 
with prices fairly wel! maintained.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead have been dull and deprassed dur- 
ing most of the week. There has been abso- 
jutely no disposition to buy, but at the same 
time there was no pressure to sell and prices 
have been fairly steady, though nominal. To- 
deay strongeradvices from the West caused a 
firmer feeling, the market closing nomi- 
nally at 420@425c for spot and Jan- 
uary delivery. Mail advices from Chicago 
to the 27 inst. report that market as 
quiet, but firmer. For soft Missouri 4c. 
was quoted, while for desilverized 4100 was 
aske?, St. Louis advices to the 27th were to 
the effect that a better feeling was apparent 
and more inquiry was experienced. Buyers 
evidently thought that the market had 
touched bottom and were prepared to buy. 
The reported sales aggregated 600 tons at 3 80 
@3%c. Since that the St. Louis market has 
advanced about 10c per 100 Ibs. . 


White lead is very quiet, in f act the genera) 
report is that the market is dull. Buyers evi- 
dently look for some concession in view of the 
large shrinkage in pig lead values, but as yet 
corroders have given no sign that they intend 
to modify their quotations, and now that 
there are evidences of an approaching reac- 
tion in the market for the crude 
material, it is extremely problematical 
whether any change in the quotations 
on white lead will be made in the near future. 
We therefore continue to quote: 7c for lots of 
12 tons and over at one purchase; 7\¥c for 5 to 
12 tons; 744c for 1,000 lbs to 5 tons and 7%c 
net for quantities less than 1,000 lbs. Terms 
on lote of 1,000 lbs and over are 60 days or 
2% per cent discount forcash in 15 days from 
date of invoice. To make either of the above 
named quantities it is allowable to include any 
assortment of pavkages of white lead, red 
lead or Jitharge, or all of these articles. No 
prepayment of or allowance for freight is 
made, and there are no rebates. Dry lead in 
kegs is quoted at the same prices as lead in oil, 
but in barrels the quotation is 4c per pound 
less. 





Drv Colors. 

The general market for thescveral pigments 
has been decidedly featureless during the 
week under review, uhe trading having been 
of the smallest possible character.

Interest in the market for green pigments fs 
at the moment centered on the Paris green 
makers, unless the manufacturers get to- 
gether to-morrow (Wednesday) the combina- 
tion will expire by limitation. Upto this 
writing it was not possible to prognosticate the 
course of the nakers but the opinion is still 
expressed that an open market may prevail. 
The makers may get together, but it is impos- 
sible to learn their intention at this moment. 
The other greens have been in quiet request 
and no attractions in values can be noted. 


Miscellaneous. 

Sulphate of barytes has been in only mod- 
erate request, but it is anticipted that the re- 
cent advance noted for parcels for delivery 
after January 1 will be maintained, and 
quotations are now on an average one dollar 
per ton higher. Beyond this, the market has 
been without feature. 

( halk—An arrival of 1,950 tons by sailer is 
noted, but the supplies had been previously 
placed and the goods will go into consump- 
tion. As far as can be learned, there is noth- 
ing on the way unsvid, either by sail or steam, 
and prices, as a consequence, are ruling nom- 
inal at $2 50. 

China clay continues scarce, nO new ar- 
rivals baving come in; this is attributed to 
the fact that the heavy weather has kept sup- 
plies out longer than anticipated, and as a 
consequence consumers have been forced to 
do with small jots to fill immediate require- 
ments. Prices have been well maintained, and 
in some instances an advance is being ob- 
tained. 

Talc bas been in only moderate request avd 
prices are unchanged. Thearrivais have been 
few and far between and we do not hear of 
any quantity at sea. As a consequence, val- 
ues for foreign goods are quite firm. The No. 
1 American is in very fair request. 

Terra Alba—The stock on spot is limited. 
There is an arrival reported, bo -vever, and 
these supplies are expected to meet the or- 
dinary requirements for the time being, but 
as nothing further is anticipated for at least 
two weeks prices have been well upheld at the 
high prices recently inaugurated. No.2grade

Cottonseed Meal as Cattle Food and 
Fertilizer. 


The cotton crop this year, reaching nearly 
8,000,060 bales, means cheap cottonseed 
meal. Now while cheap cottonseed meal is 
exceedingly important to farmers at all 
times, it is the more so this year when corn is 
so scarce and corn meal commands sueh a 
high price. Last season a difference of $8 per 
ton existed between the price of cottonseed 
mealandcorn meal. This year the market 
value is about the same. But the feeding and 
manurial value of cottonseed meal is vastly 
greater than the feeding and manurial value 
of corn meal. Some idea of the superiority of 
cottonseed meal over corn meal can be gained 
from the following statement: 

One ton of corn meal contains on the aver- 
age 29 pounds of nitrogen, about 13 pounds of 
phosphoric acid and about 8 pounds of pot- 
ash. These quantities of plant food in the 
form of commercial fertilizer would cost 
about $6. Consequently the manurial value 
of one ton of corn meal is only $6. Now one 
ton of cottonseed meal will contain at least 
135 pounds of nitrogen, over 60 pounds of 
phosphoric acid and 36 pounds of potash. 
These quantities of the three elements of 
plant food would cost $28 or more in the form 
of a commercial fertilizer. Thus the manu- 
rial value of cottonseed meal is $23 per ton, or 
44% times as much as the manurial value of 
corn meal. In both cases nitrogen is esti- 
mated at I7c per pound, phosphoric acid at 6c 
and potash at 4140, which is about what these 
three elements cost in ordinary fertilizers at 
the usual prices. 

The feeding value of any food or fodder de- 
pends upon the amount and digestibility of 
the different food ingredients. We find that 
corn mea) of good average quality contains 
in one hundred weight about 5% pounds of 
digestible protein or flesh forming and meat 
and milk producing substance, similar ir 
many respects to the albumen or white of the 
egg; also about 3 pounds of digestible fat or 
oil,and over 66 pounds of digestible sugar, 
starch, fiber, etc., worth in all about 97c per 
100 pounds. Therefore, the feeding value of 
corn meal is $19.5) per ton. But 100 pounds of 
cottonseed mea! contains 36 pounds of digest- 
ible protein or nearly seven times as much as 
corn meal, this being the most valuable part 
of any feed. The cottonseed meal also con- 
tains over 10% pounds of digest‘ble fat or oll, 
which ig three times as much as corn meal. 
It has only about one-third as much sugar 
and starch as*cOrn meal, but these are the 
cheapest and least important elements of ani- 
mal food, which any farmer can supply in 
abundance with corn stalks, hay, etc. The 
feeding value of cottonseed meal is thus $29.06 
perton. In both cases the feeding value is 
got by estimating the protein at 1.6c per 
pound,the fat at 4.2c and the carbohydrates at 
0.96c, which is the cost of these elements at 
the usual average prices paid for the com- 
mon fine feeds used in New England. Now 
let us arrange these figures in another way.

Thus the actual value of cottonseed mea! is 
considerably more than twice as much as the 
worth of corn meal, That is to say, thatifa 
farmer pays the same price for both fveds he 
gets twice as much real value in the cotton- 
seed meal as in the corn meal. If the two 
feeds can be bought at whulesale for $25 per 
ton, you get in corn meal a value of $1.2534 
for what costs you $1.26, while in cottonseed 
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meal you get a value of $2.85 for what coste 
you $125. At the retail price of $30 per ton, 
you pay $1.50 for a value of only $1.25 if you 
buy corn meal, but if you buy cottonseed 
meal you get $2.35 in value for your $1.50, 
The fact is, there is money in feeding cot- 
tonseed meal—in saving of first cost, by in- 
creasing results at the pailor in fiesh or but- 
ter, and by adding to the worth of the ma-

Oleo May be Sold in Pennsylvania. 


In the case of the Commonwealth vs. George 
Paul, Philadelphia agent of Brunn & Fitts, or 
Chicago, manufacturs of oleomargarine, as to 
whom a special verdict by agreement was ren- 
dered for selling oleomargarine, Judge Reed 
of Phi'adelpbia on December 24 delivered a 
dec.sion in which he holds that the State law 
forbidding the sale of oleomargarine in pack- 
ages as originally imported from another 
State is unccnstitutional. 


In rendering his decision Jadge Reed said: 
The question which arises on this state of 
facts is whether the Act of Assembly, ap- 
proved May 21,1885, P. L. 22, isso limited by the 
law of the United States that it does not ap- 
ply to a person who has received from an- 
other State and holds for sale in ite original 
package the article known as oleomargarine. 
Whatever may be the extent of the soverign- 
ty of the States comprising our Union and 
whatever concession they may have made to 
the Government of the United States, there 
can be no doubt that there remains in each 
State a police power and that there belongs 
to the Federal Government the right to regu- 
late commerce between the different States, 
Itis plainly, therefore, the duty ot every 
court in the land to see that both these rights 
are maintained, and that where they seem to 
be in conflict they should be reconciled as far 
as it is possible to do so. 

In the present case the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, through its Legislature, hag by an act 
of Assembly entitled “An act for the pro- 
tection of the public health and to prevent 
adulteration of dairy products and 
fraud in the sale thereof,” enacted 
that no person, firm or corpor- 
ate body shall manufacture out of any oleo- 
genous substance, or any compound of the 
same,other than that produced from unadult- 
erated milk or of cream from the same, any 
article designed to take the place of butter or 
cheese produced from pure unadulterated 
milk or cream from the same, or any imita- 
tion of adulterated butter or cheege, nor ghall 
anyone gell or offer for sale, or have in his or 
their possesion with intention to sell the same 
as an article of food. 


As clearly as the States on the One hand 
ha7e this right to forbid the sale or pcssession 
for the purposes of sale of any article which 
the Legislature may deem it wise to condemn, 
there belongs on the other hand to the Uni- 
ted Stetes the right to exclusively regulate 
commerce between the States. It has been 
decided by the Supreme Coart of the United 
States that until the original bulk is broken 
and the goods become mingled with the com- 
mon mass of property within the State, the 
right of an individual to import from another 
State and sell any merchantable aaticle which 
is a legitimate subject of trade and commerce, 
is superior to the right of the State to forbid 
the sale. 

It was decided in Leisy vs. Hardin, that in- 
toxicating drinks are within the protection of 
this ruling as to original packages, The ques- 
tion might have arisen whether oleomargarine 
or imitation butter is ina worse position than 
whisky or rum aud it might have been nec- 
cessary untila tribunal of ultimate appeals 
should decide the contrary, to say that the 
flat of the Legislature of Pennsylvania was 
conclusive in declaring non-merchantable 
any articles designated to take the place of 
butter, if made out of any oleaginous sub- 
stance other than pure milk or cream. 

But, in the opinivn of this Court the sub- 
stance whose sale is sought to be forbidden by 
the Act of Assembly May 21, 1885, does 
not come within the expectation laid down in 
Leisy vs. Hardin, for the reason that the 
United States, to which belongs the right of 
regulating the commerce of the United 
States, and declaring what shall be the sub- 
ject of commercial transactions, has by act 
of Cungress of August 2, 1886, declared that 
oleomargarine is a merchantable article and 
is a legitimate subject of trade and com- 
merce, and has by this act regulated its sale. 

Section 14 provides that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue may also decide whether 
apy substance, made in imitation or semblance 
of butter, and intended for human consump- 
tion, contains ingredients deleterious to the 
public health, etc., and section 15 provides for 
the forfeiting of packages containing deleteri- 
ous oleomargarine, 

The act of Congress also carefully defines 
both butter and oleomargariae in the first and 
second sections thereof, which are as follows: 
“That for the purpose of this act the word 
butter shall be understood to mean the food 
product known as butter, and which is made 
exclusively from milk or cream, or both, with 
or without common salt, end with or without 
additional! coloring matter.” 

Judge Reed, after delivering the above, 
summed up his conclusions as follows: 

First—The right of the state to enact police 
laws, at least when such laws prohibit the sale 
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of articles which, without prohibition, would 
be legitimate subjects of commercial inter- 
change, is subordinate to the power of the 
United States to regulate commerce between 
the states. 

Second—The right to sell in the original- 
package goods imported from another state, 
if the latter are merchantable and legitimate 
subjects of trade and commerce, is guaranteed 
by the United States, and though it can be 
regulated, it cannot be prohibited by any 
stute. 

Third—The United States has the paramount 
right to declare what goods are merchantable 
and what regulations of their sale are reason- 
able. 

Fourth—By an act of Congress the United 
States has declared oleomargarine to be a 
merchantable article and has regulated its 
sale. 

Fifth—The act of assembly of Pennsylvania 
of May 21, 1885, does not regulate but prohibits 
the sale of oleomargarine; therefore, such act 
cannot apply to the goods described in the 
special verdict, and the defendant is not guilty 
as he stands indicted.

The course of the market during the week 

under review has been to a higher average of 
values and the opinion appears to be general 
that prices will be retained above 7Uc, even if 
no further advance follows the publicity of 
the monthly field report, which is expected to 
make a very bullish showing. The severity of 
the recent storms in the producing regions 
has retarded new work of every kind and has 
practically put a stop to the erection of new 
derricks, it being found almost impossi- 
ble to convey lumber and otber supplies. 
During the past week very few new 
wells have been reported, and none of any im- 
portance, and the decline in the production of 
the older wells going on unchecked makes a 
steady decrease in the production probable 
for at least two months to come. The runs 
thus far this month indicate a falling off of 
over 100,000 bbis as compared with November 
and it is not probable that there will be any 
increase before settled weather in the spring 
admits of more active fleld work. The indica- 
tions now point toa reduction in stocks dur 
ing December of over 300,000 bbls, and as the 
dedrease may be expected to continue at a 
similar rute during the next three months 
there will be but little more 
than 7,000,000 barrels in tanks and 
pipe lines bythe Istof Aprilnext. These 
probabilities are recognized by those who 
keep posted on statistical and ficld matters, 
and there is, consequently, a growing bullich 
sentiment, The effect of this has been shown 
in the course of the market during the past 
week, but owing to other influences there bas 
been no improvement in speculative trading, 
although more activity has been shown at the 
West where, it is believed, the producers have 
been the principal operators Buckeyes, asa 
speculative commodity, have found no tavor 
during the past week and neither buy- 
ers nor sellers have shown any dis- 
position tO operate, the nominal price 
throughout the week remaining at 18}<¢c. 
The transactions during the past week show 
a decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 275,000 bbis (275,000 N. T. 
and 00,000 B.), against 370,000 bbis for the 
preceding week, The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 628,000 
bbls, against 702,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 3,736,000 bbis, against 6,416,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Monday, 
when 72c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 68i¢c, and was touched 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 68}¢c and the close this evening was 
at 7030, showing a gain of 174c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 3}¢c. Buck- 
eye certificates were nominally quoted at 
18 throughout the week, no sales having 
taken place.

The day was practically xivcn over to a gen- 
eral jollification and the festive brokers gave 
free rein to their sportive proclivities, to the 
utter neglect of the more serious business of 
buying and selling oil. Occasionally a dealer 
would consult the tape, but the higher range 
of prices quoted at Oil City had no influence 
here, the indicator unvaryingly displaying 
66}4c, as the prevailing quotation here. Nota 
sale was made, and on the Stock Exchange 
only one of 5,000 bbls. cash at 6834c. In the 
Mannington tield the South Penn Company’s 
Furbee No. 4 got first pay and is showing up 
for a good well. Watson, McGraw & Co.'s 
Blackshire No. 5 reached first Pay and is show- 
ing for a good paying well. They are drilling 
on the second pay sand.

The brokers and operators having had their 
frolic, and presumably a “Merry Christmas,” 
were prepared to resume business suspended 
last Tuesday. The market opened at 6870, 
which also proved to be the lowest price of 
the day, there being a gradual advance under 
moderate bidding, caused by reports of a 
good buying movement at Oil City. The ad- 
vance was checked before noon, however, and 
after a pause it required but light offerings 
to bring the price again to the opening 
figure. Following this came a spurt, which 
sent the price up to 7054c, and although there 
followed sharp fluctuations under light trad- 
ing, the market closed firm at this figure, the 
highest of the day, making u gain of 1%, 
which also represented the extent of the vari- 
ations. Sales of 88,000 bbls. were reported. 
In the Wildwood field the last snow has had 
the effect of retarding operations and in pre- 
venting a knowledge of what is being done 
from getting very faraway. It was reported 
that the McDevitt, Fishel & Co. Guyton well, 
the first one due near the famous Ringeisen, 


reached the top of the sand but not the pay. 
The Roth Gil Company is starting a rig on 
the Hoffman farm, which joins the Bryant 
and Vogle on the south and west,and pro- 
poses to test the validity of the claims of that 
section to consideration. Dickson & Co. have 
a rig ready for the drill on the McCune farm, 
At Coraopolis the Augusta Oil Co.’s No.1, 
Curry, was completed, and is estimated as 
good for 25 to 30 bbis a day. Mellon & Co.'s 
No.1, Beggs heirs farm, is promising to be 
about the same kind of producer asthe Curry, 
while the Gaily Bros.’ machine shop well does 
not give as good indications as at first re- 
ported, since it shows for a 15-barreler.

The market opened rather strong at 705{c, 
but even at this figure there were few scliers, 
the reports from the field being regarded as 
favorable to a higher range of prices, as the 
weather conditions will doubtless continue 
to restrict drilling operations. There was 
considerable bidding under the opening price, 
and when finally 7U}gc was accepted the 
scramble to secure oil showed the confidence 
of the operators, and ‘the price at once stif- 
fened. Late in the session a few bids brought 
the price up to 70%c, at which the market 
closed, there having been sales of only 26,000 
bbis.

The Franke well has been shot and 
will be a small producer. All the wells that 
have been struck in West Virginia field with a 
single exception, have been in the “Big 
Injun” and Eureka sands. Only in one place 
has the famous Gordon sand been touched, 
and that is near Littleton, in Wetzel county. 
At that point the South Penn Company has 
just brought in a 300-barrel well. The Nineveh 
oil field, recently developed in Pennsylvania, 
is also in the Gorden sand. Now, a line from 
the Nineveh and Washington fieids, will run 
directly through the southern half of Wetzel 
county into Tyler. The principal peculiarities 
of the Gerdon sand, and the one in which oil 
men are interested the most, is the fact that it 
produces oil in nearly every point that it is 
struck, Both the Big Injun and Eureka are 
treacherous sands; but it is not so with the 
Gordon.

Report on Fixed Oils. 


Following is the Report of the Central. Ie. 
boratory of the Italian Customs Depart aent:: 

Fixed oils are devided in the tariff inte two 
categories, viz., vegetable and anirzal oil,. 
Of the former class fixed oils not specified 
are subject to a duty of 15 li:e per quintal, ex-. 
ception being made of pure olive oil whicin 
pays 6 lire, cotton oil 15 lire, in addition to a 
surcharge of 14 lire, while palm and cocoa-nut 
oils, as also various kinds of oil which serve 
for medicinal preparations, are free of duty, 
Mixtures of olive oil with cotton-seed oil 
and oil of other seeds are taxed as seed oils, Of 
the second class or animal oils, those of fish, 
when pure, are classified as medica! substaness 
not specified,if impure under No. & letter bof 
the general tariff; if not of fish,auch as neate- 
fool oil, they are assessed as fats of all sorts.. 

Olive Oil.—To ascertain the adulterations 
present in olive oil there are determined, l\.

Ashes as a Fertilizer. 


(Abstract of Dr. E. H. Jenkins’s paper to the 
Connecticut Board of Agriculture.] 


The ashes used upon the farm ate wholly of 
a vegetable origin and represent the mineral 
matters which were drawn by the plants from 
the soil. A part of these mineral matters 
were concerned in the plant growth and an. 
other part was accidental, being in solution in 
the water which was absorbed by the plant 
and were deposited in the tissues, the older 
parts of the plant of course having the most, 
80 that the composition of wood varies much, 
Burning dissipates all of the volatile parts of 
the plant and leaves these minerals behind, 
Among the elements present is silica, Thig 
exists in a free state in the plant, but 
combines in burning with the alkalis, ag 
potash, lime, etc.,to form silicates, These, 
if the proportion of eilica is small, will dis- 
solve in water and are a source of plant food, 
butifthe quantity of silica is large, or if 
earth and sand are present and the heat in- 
tense, they will become as insoluble as flint 
glass which, by the way, contains twice as 
much potash as Canada wood ashes. This 
shows that the value of ashes depends some. 
what upon the heat at whicno they are burned 
and the cleanliness of the wood. Sand, earth 
and brick dust not only dilute the ashes but 
may atthe same time make the ingredients 
less available as plant food. The alkalis, pot- 
ash, soda and lime, are combined mostly in 
the plant, with organic acids, as oxalic, citric 
and malic acid. These are destroyed by heat 
and leave the bases as carbonates, thus giving 
ashes a strong alkaline reaction. whi.e the 
plants may be decidedly acid. This shows 
that the ashes from a plant are quite different 
from the mineral matters in the plant. 


The average composition of cotton hull 
ashes, as determined by 49 analyses at the 
Connecticut station, contain in round num. 
bers 22% per cent. of potash and 8 of phos- 
phoricacid. Most of the phosphoric acid is 
readily soluble in water, while about 2 per 
cent. of the potash is not readily soluble in 
hot water. This last is made no allowance for 
in the valuation. An analysis of clinker 
formed ina furnace where cotton hull ashes 
were burned, and of course had been in- 
tensely heated, showed that almost half of the 
potaeh is insoluble and so unavailable. Cotton 
hull ashes are an excellent fertilizer, and at 
$30 to $35 per ton are a cheap source of pot- 
ash. The great drawback to their use is that 
the quality is uneven. Samples contain as 
high as 3234 per cent. of potash and as low as 
10% per cent., with corresponding variations 
in the amount of phosphoric acid, Someri? 
contain clinker, while others have undovbt- 
edly been mixed with coal ashes, If this 
adulteration is not stopped, the price will 
undoubtedly decline. Analyses also show 
that the composition of ashes also depends 
much upon the soil and the rapidity of growth 
of the trees. For example, Prof. White, of 
Georgia, found 73, 37 and 22 per cent. of pot- 
ash in hickory, oak and chestnut wood, 
respectively. These samples were stripped of 
bark and were of medium age. The last 
United States census gives 73, 79, 41 and 18 per 
cent. as its analysis, while the Connecticut 
station obtained 2°01, 1°04 and °50 per cent. 
from samples prepared in a similar way. This 
also confirms the popular opinion that soft- 
wood ashes. pound for pound, contain les 
potash than hard-wood ashes, 

Of the unleached ashes in our markets the 
average sample contains about 13 per cent. of 
matter that acids will not diasolve and about 
12 per cent. of moisture. Three~-fifths of these 
ashes by weight are carbonate of lime the 
same thing chemically as .limeatone, chalk or 
oyster shells. There is also two per cent, of 
phosphoric acid combined with potash and 
lime and 5% per cent. of actual potasb, held 
most'y as carbonate, but with a little silicate. 
Leached ashes on the other . hand contala 
almost the same quantity of sand and earth a6 
the unleached, and a little Jess than one-third 
per cent. of their weight of water, left from 
leaching. Also half their weight-is carbonate 
of lime, while they seldom have more thao! 
per cent. of actual potash and 1% per cent. of 
phosphoric acid. Ooal ashes are seldom 
thouyht of as a fertilizer, while as a source of 
plant food, pit sand is just as good. Wheo 
finely sifted they are sometimes valuable 02 
sandy soils for their mechanical action. | 
know ® man who claimed that finely sifted 
coa) ashes were the best fertilizer for bis 1awe 
showing its greenness as an urgament.

413,361. COMPOSITION FOR COLORING 
AND TINTING. Issued Deo, 23, 1890. 

Claim.—Tne herein described composition 

of matter to be used for coloring and tinting, 
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ashes held the water nearthe surface by their 
capillary actioh, They may be of benefit in 
similar cases eleewhere. Leached ashes affect 
the soil the same way as coal ashes to a cer- 
tain degree, but are much more expensive. 
Unleached wood ashes and cotton hull ashes 
both contain considerable carbonate of pot- 
ash, soluble in water, forming strong lyes. 
These lyeshavea marked effect on clay if 
present in large quantities. An example of 
this isseen in the alkali lands of the West, 
which contain near the surface various 
galte of the alkalis. The most damaging 
to vegetation and to tillage is the so- 
called black alkali which contains carbonate 
of potash and soda. Where irrigation is 
practiced the black alkali collects in low 
places and on evaporation of the water the 
salts attack the vegetation, turning it black. 
The plow, while turning light fluffy soil in 
most places, passes through the alkali spote 
with the greatest difficulty. These spots have 
to be doctored with gypsum before they are 
arable. This shows how lye binds the soil. 
Now the action which kills a compact clay 
may help a sandy loam. Here we want the 
soil more coherent to hold more water and to 
dry more slowly. The ashes produce this 
result. But it may be said that, while a heavy 
application of unleached ashes to a stiff clay 
makes it worse than ever, converting it into 
cement, leached wood ashes or sifted coal 
ashes may not only make a leachy soil more 
retentive of water, but at the same time make 
a very stiff clay lighter and easier to till. 

Ashes also assist decay in the soil. It has 
been found that no decay takes place without 
the presence of bacteria and also that most, if 
not all, nitrogen is assimilated by the plants 
in the form of nitrates. Ashes help in both of 
these operations. Plant life will not flourish 
in acid soils, as is well known, nor will bacteria 
thrive there. Ashes counteract this acidity, 
preserving a slightly alkaline reaction, which 
jsfavorable for their growth and in this way 
also make the decomposition of organic mat- 
ter in ordinary soils much more rapid. Again, 
nitrates, which are the available source of 
nitrogen for plants, as previously explained, 
will not form unless some alkaliue salt is 
present for it to combine with, and the potash 
and lime present in the ashes serve as col- 
lectors for it. Thus it is seen that ashes are 
valuable, not only as a plant food and for 
their work in a mechanical way, but as an 
agent in making the elements in the soil 
available,

Some New and Improved Analytical 
Methods for Alkali Works. 


BY PROFESSOR G. LUNGE. 


The first edition of the “Alkali Makers’ Poc- 

ket Book,” edited by Dr. Hurter and the 
writer, has found so much favor with the 
chemical public that a second edition has been 
called for, which will be issued shortly. Al- 
though the great majority of the analytical 
methods prescribed in the first edition of our 
book have stood the test of five or six years’ 
practical adplication in a large number of l|a- 
boratories, it stands to reason that this space 
of time has not passed by without bringing 
under our notice the desirability of improviug 
some of the methods and tables then given, 
and adding new ones for wants which have 
made themselves felt in meantime. Since, ac- 
cording to the plan of the “Pocket Book,” we 
can give there merely the practical prescrip- 
tions for carrivg out the test, and these in the 
fewst possible words, it seems appropriate to 
choose another chanuel for laying before our 
fellow workers the reasons why we have made 
a number of alterations and additions to the 
“Pocket Book,” and giving sufficient details 
for approving the accuracy ofthe new methods 
provosed; and these notes will, I hope, possess 
some interest also for those chemists who do 
not consult the “Pocket Book.” 

The bulk of the work to be desc-ibed has 
been done by myself, with the help of some 
of my assistants; where sugg¢stions have 
come to me from outsiders I shall duly men- 
tion them. 


1,—ESTIMATION OF SULPHUR IN PYRITES. 
This is mereiy mentioned to state the fact 
that the method described by me previously, 
and adopted in the “Pocket Book,” has been 
over and over again proved to be equal in ac- 
curacy to the best other wise known, and far 





‘superior to them in point of convenience, 


speed and facility of execution. A somewhat 
serivus attack was made upon it by Jannasch 
and Richards, but Professor Jannasch has 
himeeif acknowledged (J. prakt. Chem, 40, 
2%) that their criticism was caused by a con 
fusion of my older with my more recent 
method, which they had entirely overlooked, 
and that my new method gave, in his hands 
88 wellasinmy own,-the most accurate re- 
sults, This has been conclusively proved by 
the comparison of methods made by two of 
ty studentg, Messrs. Barbezat and Obregia 
(Zeits, f. angew. Chem. 1889, 473), and this mat- 
ter may now be considered as settled. 

For the testing of burnt ore (pyrites cin- 
ders) we now prefer the method of Watson 
which was found to be preferable to all others 
tried in my laboratory. 


2.—TESTING THE PYRITES BURNER GASES. 

Wherever the burner gases are tested, it is 
Probably always done by Reich's method, as 
described in the ‘Pocket Book,” that is, 
aspirating the gasthrougha measured quan- 
tity of iodine gulution, and ascertaining the 


volume of gas required for decolorizing the 
iodine. This shows the quantity of sulphur 
dioxide present. Since, however. it has been 
proved by many obeervors that the gases 
contain sulphur trioxide, sometimes up to 
one-tenth of the total sulphur present, the 
above-described test must be declared inaccu- 
rate, and I propose, instead, estimating the 
total acids by passing the gases through a 
caustic soda solution. Very much depends in 
this case upon the indicator to be chosen, 

The indicator must be affected exactly alike 
by 80, and 80x, otherwise the results will not 
give any useful clue to the working of the 
process. 

Former investigators (especially R. J. 
Thompson, myself, and much later, Blarez) 
have proved that litmus and most other or. 
dinary indi-ators give indistinct results; met- 
byl-orange shows the point of saturation for 
80, at the point when NaHSO, is formed,only 
phenolphthalein sharply indicates the point 
when Na,SO, is formed, 80 that only this indi- 
cator can be used in the present case, since it 
is indispensable that the point of saturation 
be the same at whatever degree of oxidation 
the sulphu~ be present in the gases. 

The next question was this: Whether the 
absorption of the sulpbur acids by very dilute 
caustic enda solution is as easy as that of SO, 
by iodine, and whether Reich's apparatus 
would have to be modified for this purpose. 
To decide this, in the first instance a number 
of laboratory experiments were made under 
my direction by Mr. Marchliewski, with mix- 
tures of SO, and air in varying proportions by 
means of a specially constructed gas holders 
in which a fairly constant proportion of gases 
could be kept for some time. It was soon 
found that it would be desirable to modify the 
absorbing bottle so as to become more éfiicient, 
and this has been done by adopting the form 
shown in Fig. 1. The inlet tube for the gas is 
sealed at the bottom, and is perforated below 
the leve! of the liquid with many pin-holes, 
through which the gases issue in many minute 
bubbles, instead of one large bubble. Our but- 
tle held 410 cc, and was charged with 230 cc. of 
water, 10 cc. of decinormal soda solution, and 
three drops of an alcoholic solution of phen- 
olphthalcin. Each time after opening the as- 
pirator tap fora moment and passing a few 
cc. of gas through the bottle was shaken up 
for half a minute. Eepecially towards 
the end this must not be neglected, 
and it must be carefuliy observed on a 
white background whether the last pink 
tint has vanished or not. Special tests 
were made in the twilight and with artificial 
light to approach the conditions of working in 
factories. Iu every case at the end of the op- 
eration a single drop of dacinormol soda solu- 
tion was added in order to try whether there 
was not an excess of SO, present, which 
would prevent the liquid from turning pink 
again, but this never took place. A fresh ex- 
periment can be made at once in the same 
bottle by simply adding another 10 cc. of soda 
solution, and this can be repeated several 
times in succession, 


3.—TESTING OF THE CHAMBER EXIT GASES, 

The testing of the exit gases from vitriol 
chambers is decidediy capable of improve- 
ment in some particulars. In the first instance 
the well-known prescriptions of the English 
Alkali Makers’ Association can be greatly 
simpli ed by introducing the above described 
process with caustic acid and phenolphthalein, 
and this has been already done with great 
practical success. 

But I found it also necessary to revise the 
methods for estimating the nitric oxide in the 
exit gases, since many experiences point to 
the fact that far greater losses arise from this 
source than had been hitherto assumed, 

For this purpose it was indispensable, first, 
to compare the different descriptions of ab- 
sorbing apparatus in use, and select the best 
of them; secondly, tosee whether any more 
accurate method than that employed—potas- 
sium permanganate as an absorbent for NU— 
could be found. 

My research extended to the question wheth- 
er potassium permanganate could be replaced 
by a better absorbent for nitric oxide. Per- 
mangauate has the drawback that even 
strongly acid solutions, on passing the gases 
through, especially when hot, gives a precipi- 
tateof hydrated manganese dioxide. This 
causes no inaccuracy in testing if the tube is 
rinsed with part of the ferrous sulphate solu- 
tion employed in ce-titrating, when the pre- 
cipitate will easily dissolve; the final result is 
exactly the same as in such cases where no 
manganese dioxide had been precipitated. 
But this precipitation is always a little incon- 
venient, and an absorbent free from this 
drawback would be, no doubt, preferred to 
potassium permanganate, especially if it were 
mure sensitive than that reagent is to nitric 
oxide. 

Hydrogen peroxide has been several times 
proposed for absorbing nitric oxide, and we 
thoroughly examined it in that respect, but it 
does not seem worth while to give any details 
of our experiments, for the resu't was most 
decisive. Hydrogen peroxide, both in an acid 
and alkaline solution, is a bad absorbent for 
nitric oxide, and altogether to be rejectod for 
the estimation of that substance. 

Many years ago I had tried another kind of 
abeorbent for nitric oxide, viz , coaventrated 
nitric acid, oy a mixture of thig with strong 
sulphuric acid. This retains the nitric oxide 
by the formation of nitrous acid, which can 
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then be estimated by meansof potassium 
permanganate or by the nitrometer. As the 
stream of gases carries away a good deal of 
nitric acid, we must retain this by a solution 
of caustic potash orsoda. We have now sub- 
jected this method to a thorough investiga- 
tion with the following result: The method is 
much better than absorption by hydrogen 
peroxide, but it is decidedly inferior to the 
use of potassium permanganate, both in point 
of accuracy and in that of speed and conven- 
ience of execution, 


The final conclusion of that research was, 
that, so far, no better mode of estimating the 
nitric acid contained in chamber exit gases is 
known than that of passing them througha 
titrated solution of potassium permanganate, 
strongly acidified with sulphuric acid, and 
contained in a 15-bulb tube. At the end of 
the operation an excess of titrated solution of 
ferrous sulphate is added, and the operation 
brought to an end by re-titrating with stand- 
ard permanganate. 


I may be permitted to state on this occasion 
that for standardizing a solution of potassium 
permanganate, as well as for testing mangan- 
ese ore and bleachiag powder, the gas volu- 
metric methods worked out by me,and found- 
ed on the use of hydrogen peroxide,offer great 
convenience and saving of time,and are at all 
events most useful in checking the ordinary 
methods. It is hardly necessary to point out 
in what extraordinary degree all such meth- 
ods are facilitated by the use of my gas volu- 
meter, which permits reading off the volumes 
of gases as corrected for temperature, pres- 
sure and moisture, without any calculation 
or any observations of thermometer and ba- 
rometer. This is equally the case with the 
nitrometric operations proper, for which I 
have constructed a special “reaction vessel,” 
greatly facilitating and expediting the analy- 
sis of nitrous vitriol, nitrate of soda, and so 
forth. 


5.— 8ODA MANFACTURE. 

The stimulus for working out the following 
methods was afforded by a suggestion on the 
partof Dr. Hurter, who pointed out that 
analytical methods for the purposes in ques- 
tion, adapted to the requirements of a works 
laboratory, were very desirable, 


(a.) Estimation of Free Lime in Black-Ash,— 
It is well known that a certain quantity of 
free lime ought to exist in black-ash, in order 
to facilitate the lixivating process. I 
have found that the following process, an 
adaptation of a plan proposed by Winkler for 
the analysis of quicklime, yields very good 
results. 

The sample of black ash is treated in the or- 
dinary manner, as prescribed in the “Pocket 
Book,” for obtaining a solution; that is, 50 
grms. are quickly, but thoroughly, ground 
up to a fine powder, which is put intoa liter 
flask and covered with tepid distilled water, 
freed from carbon dioxide by boiling. The 
mixture is at once well shaken up, and the 
agitation is several times repeated during two 
hours. Without such speedy and thorough 
shaking, a hard cake is formed at the bottom 
which does not any more disintegrate, After 
two hours the flask is filled up to the mark, 
aud special samples are taken out for the sin- 
gle tests. First of all the tests are made for 
free lime and, if required, for total lime (see 
below),and for these the contents of the 
flask are thoroughly shaken up each time be- 
fore taking outasample. When this has been 
done, the flask is allowed to rest and after 
settling the clear part of the contents is used 
for the ordinary black ash tests. The samples 
intended for the estimation of free or of total 
lime are taken out with a pipette, of a form 
which is not so easily stopped up by the 
muddy residue as the ordinary pipettes, with 
along thin outlet tube. After taking out the 
sample, the outwardly adhering mud is 
washed off, the contents of the pipette are 
run into a beaker, the pipette is rinsed into 
the same, an excess of barium chloride solu- 
tion is run ic, a drop of phenolphthalein solu- 
tion isadded, and the liquid is titrated in the 
cold with one-fifth normal oxalic acid till the 
pink color has just disappeared. If care has 
been taken to thoroughly shake up the flask 
before each sample is taken out, the results 
agree perfectly well. By this method only 
the free lime is found, as the oxalic acid acts 
upon the carbonates only after saturating 
the free lime, and when doing so and setting 
some CO, at liberty, the red color is dis- 
charged at once. 

A special set of tests were made by adding a 
quantity of neutral cane-sugar solution, in 
order to see whether mure lime would thus 
be indicated, owing to ite solubility in that 
solution; but the results entirely agreed with 
the former ones, so that the sugar can be dis- 
pensed with. 

Estimation of Available Soda in Alkali 
Waste.—In alkali waste there is, apart from 
soda occurring in the insoluble form—which 
is but rarely estimated—always some soda 
present in a gojuble shape; at the same time 
also, owing to the prolonge’ action of warm 
water on calcium sulphide, some calcium 
sulphydrate or other soluble caicium com- 
pounds. Certainly such soluble compounds 
of calcium cannot exist at the same time with 
sodium carbonate; in presence of water they 
will interact and calcium carbonate will be 
precipitated, whilst sodium sulphydrate, &c., 
will euter into solution. In the case of old 
alkali waste mud, calcium sulphydrate, poiy- 

















sulphide and thiosulphate will be in solution 
as well; even in the case of fresh waste possi- 
bly such calcium compounds, partially acting 
upon acids may be in solution atthe same 
time with sodium compounds indicated by 
acids, whilst on the other hand badly lixivi- 
ated waste will yield a solution containing an 


excess of Na,CO;, and consequently no solu- 
ble calcium salts at all. 

These facts huve been known all along, and 
it was always notorious that direct titration 
of an aqueous extract of alkali waste leads to 
entirely erroneous results, I have proved 
this directiv in the *\Chemische Industrie,” 
1881, 872, and in consequence of this a process 
was received into the “Pocket Book,” con- 
sisting in evaporating the aqueous extract to 
dryness with addition of a little ammonium 
carbonate igniting the residue, treating it 
with water and titrating the clear solution. 
This process is somewhat lengthy; what is 
worse, it is inaccurate, as pointed out to me 
by Dr. Hurter, The reason is probably that 
curing evaporation some of the sodium sul 
phide is oxidized into thiosulphate, which of 
course escapes notice in the titration. Dr 
Hurter communicated to me the method 
used at some Lancashire works, and consist- 
ing in treating the aqueous extract with car- 
bonio acid, boiling the solution to decompose 
the calcium carbanate, and filtering and ti- 
trating the clear solution. 

(d.) Estimation of the Available Soda in 
Commercial Caustic Suda.—It is well known 
that caustic soda contains several sodium 
compounds which saturate acid on testing, 
and ure hence indicated as available soda, 
viz., sodium bydrate, carbonate, silicate, and 
aluminate. Where it is important that 
the caustic should contain as little carbonate 
as possible, the CO, is* estimated and the 
Na,CO, is deducted from the total Na,O. 
But there is a general, although but tacit, 
agreement to count the soda combined with 
silica and alumina as available soda, both be- 
cause the quantities occurring in commercial 
caustic are exceedingly slight, and because 
the soda in these compounds in well nigh all 
practical cases acts like the hydrate. This 
saves the somewhat tedious estimation of 
silica and aluminia, 


6.—SULPHUR RECOVERY. 

An analytical method for this purpose has 
become necessary, since in the Chance-Claus 
sulphur recovery process a gasvous mixture 
escapes containing small quantities of both 
SO, and H,S, together amounting to about 30 
to 50 grms. S per cubic meter. Owing to the 
enormous amount of foreign gases, chiefly 
nitrogen, in spite of the presence of moisture 
no reaction ensues between S8O2 and H,S 
they must be dealt with by special absorbing 
apparatus, and hence also an analytical 
method for their estimation has become de- 
sirable. 

Such a method had been devised by Mr. H 
Crowther, chemist at Messrs. Chance Bror. 
_He passes samples of the gases at the same 
time through solutions of hydrogen peroxide 
and of iodine. The former exerts the follow- 
ing reactions: 

HaV, + SO, = H,S80, 
H,0, + H,S = 2H,0 + 8. 
That means: SV, is converted into H,SO,, 


but H,S$ does not form any acid, hence titrat- 
ing the hydrogen peroxide by standard soda 


solution will indicate the SU, alone. 

On the other hand the reaction with iodine 
solution is in both cases such that esch atom 
of S converts two atoms of [ jnto KI: 

H,S +21 =—2HI +8 
80, + 21+ 2H,O = 2 HI + H,S0,. 

Thus the total sulphur is indicated, and H,S 
is found by subtracting from it the 8 of SO, 
found as above by means of H,0x,. 

Mr. Crowther’s process has been introducea 
into all works where the Chance process is 
working, but complaints have reached me ac 
cording to which the results are not accurate 
enough. In order to investigate this matter, 
I have, with aid of Mr. Marchlewski, made a 
large number of experiments. It was found 
that in point of fact hydrogen peroxide 
ie not at all a good aborbent for H,S, but at 
all events its acidity is not altered by trat 
compound, wilst SO, is easily and completely 
absorbed. This part of the process is there- 
fore quite correct, indeed it has been em- 
ployed for many years past by other chemists 
(especially Classen’. The fault isin the other 
part, the estimatioa of total sulphur by iodine 
solution. We found that the gaseous current 
always carries away a certain quantity of 
iodine which makes the total sulphur and 
hence the H,S to come out too hi h. But this 
can be avoided by placing behind the iodine 
an absorbing tube with caustic soda solution 
which retains the iodine, and whose contents 
are added so the iodine solution before re- 
titration. This addition then ought to be 
made at all events to the apparatus. 

It is, however, preferable to proceed in a 
different manner, viz., to leave out the treat- 
ment with hydrogen peroxide, to pass the 
gases simply through a bulb apparatus con- 
taining iodine solution, followed by another 
apparatus containing a little standard caustic 
soda solution. At the end of the operation 
the contents of both apparatus are uniied, 

The mixture ought to possess an acid reac- 
tion; if not it is acidified with a known quan- 
tity of standard acid, The unused iodine is 
then estimated by means of thiosulphate; now 
methyl-orange is added and standard soda is 
run in till neutrality has been established.

TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 30, 1800. 

The closing week of the year is, as usual 
one of the dullest in the calendar. Almost 
every one is busy with stock-taking and the 
settlement of accounts. Consequently the 
business going on is regulated by a 
strict regard for absolute requirements 
only. In view of this, price changes could 
not be expected to be either numer- 
ous or important. In spite of the general 
complaint of “hard times” collections are re- 
ported to be good by most houses, and it is 
seldom that an extension is asked. There will 
be fewer changes than usual in the personnel 
of firms with the advent of the new year. 
Those that occur are mentioned in other col- 
umns. The fact that stocks in distributors 
bands throughout the country are light gives 
force to the belief now generally indulged 
in that the coming season will be one 
greater activity, if nct greater prosperity, 
than that through which we have just passed. 
In our editorial columns this week we give a 
brief summary of the salient features of the 
market, as presented from time to time during 
the year now closing. 


Since we last wrote the principal changes 
have been as follows: -- 





ADVANCED. DECLINED, 
Cocaine, Oil of cloves 
Carbolic acid, Colchicum seed. 
Oil Lemon, 

Opium. 


The opium market is extremely dull, and to 
force business much lower prices would have 
to be named than holders, even though they 
are anxious to sell, are willing to quote at 
present. The spot stock is being steadily in- 
creased by arrivals, and as there is nothing 
encouraging in the pews from the primary 
sourves of supply, a feeling of depression and 
even weakness prevails. In single cases natu- 
ral is nominally quoted at $2 40@2 45, but it 
is an open question if a bid of less than 
the inside price might not be accepted by 
some holders. Standardized 1s also entirely 
neglected and although as low as $2 25 has 
been named as acceptable for a lot of old stock 
it remains unsold. The general quotations 
for cases or larger lots are $2 3.@2 10, while it 
is possible that a bid of $2 30 would pot be re- 
jected. As intimated in a previous issue bear- 
ish influences are believed to be at work and 
are held to be largely responsibie for the pres- 
ent depression. 


Quinine. 

The speculative interest in quinine, which 
has been a prominent feature of the market 
for the past week or two, appears to have 
died out, and since ovr last no business 
of any consequence has come under our 
notice. There have been two or three 
sales of 5,000 ounce lots at 24%c, spot 
cash, but most of the business done 
has been in smaller quantities and at cor- 
respondingly higher prices. Most holders con- 
sider 25c as the lowest price that could be 
reasonably accepted, and from this figure up 
to 26c, as to brand, quantity and position, was 
quoted at the close, futures being held for 
higher figures than those named as acceptable 
for spot stock. Interest in the supposed 
efforts to revive the scheme of combining the 
domestic and foreign manufacturiug inter- 
ests, for the purpose of raising prices to what 
may be considered a fairly equitable basis, has 
been reawakened by the return of the re- 
puted representative of the American makers, 
from Europe. Whether he succeeded in the 
object for which, it is believed, he went 
abroad, or not, uo one not directly 
interested has yet been able to ascer- 
tain. In any event, it is quite probable 
that he comes back with iuformation of great 
moment to the American quinine trade, as he 
undoubtedly went over with the fixed purpose 
of sounding the foreign makers on the ques- 
tion of an international combination. Al- 
though in the following table the receipts of 
quinine at this port appear to be very light, 
fully 100.00 ounces have arrived, but have not 
yet passed the Custom House, owing to the 
delay incident to the holiday season:

Cocaine is very firm and the market may be 
called higher now that the cheap lots are out 
of the way. We hear of nothing now below 
$6 75, and from this to $750 is quoted, as to 
seller and brand. 

Codliver ofi of the Norwegian variety is do- 
ing better. A considerable business has beep 
done since our last, though the particulars 
have not transpired. The inside quotation 
now appears to be $18.50 although during the 
week business was done at $18 and possibly 
lower. Up to $24 is quoted for the choice 
brands. 

Ergot is firmer in sympathy with the re- 
ports from the other side. The European 
stock of Russian is said to be controlled by 
Hamburg speculators, and the cost to import 
is now placed at 290, although 27@29c is quoted 
on the spot here. Spanish is quiet and prices 
are unchanged, though firm. 

Hops remain very quiet, but as there is no 
particular pressure to sell, the market re- 
mains firm and unchanged. We continue to 
quote:

The lower grades also are in 
comparatively limited supply and are held 
firmly at our quotations. The demand, how- 
ever, is limited at the moment, 

Nitrate of silver remains steady at the re- 
cent decline. The demand is moderate and is 
supplied at 66@6i}¢c. as to quantity. 

Quicksilver 1s easier but is without quotable 
change. There is very little doing and it is 
probable that large vuyers could do better 
than 72c, which is now the general quotation. 

Sugar of milk is the subject of a little more 
inquiry, but we hear of no business of conse- 
quence. Prices are firm and unchanged. 


Verdigris is firm, with an upward tendency, 
owing to stronger reports from abroad. Prices 
are as yet without quotabie change, the de- 
mand being light. 

Baisams. 

We find absolutely nothing new or interest- 
ing to report as regards the articles in this 
department. Trading is confined strictly 
within the limits of actual requirements, 
which, as usual at this s2ason, are extremely 
small. There haye been 0 changes in quota- 
tions, and the general tone of the market may 
be called steady. 

Essential Oils. 

Trading in this department has been limited 
almost exclusively to the supplying of passing 
neceasities. Prices on the whole are firm, and 
the year closes with the market in excellent 
shape. ae 

Oil of clove is an exception to the general 
rule. Insympathy with the spice prices are 
lower, quotations now being 95c@$l. No im- 
provement in the demand is perceptible. 

The Messina essences are still tending up- 
ward and from present indications prices are 
destined to be much higher. Lemon is now 
quoted at $1 35@? 50 as to brand, while berga- 
mot and orange, although not quotably 
changed, are much firmer. Through the 
kindness of Mr. E. Marchi we are permitted 
to publish the following from his Mes- 
sina correspondents: ‘*The latest quotation for 
pure bergamot is 40 fr., for lemon, 25fr., 
and for orange 22 fr. per kilo (equivalent to 
$3 56, $2 23 and $196 per pound, respectively). 
Although bergumont is so high, the produc- 
tion of the fruit being so very small, we are 
looking for a still greater advance. It would 
be impossible to expect lower prices before 
the quantity of essence to be made during the 
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coming season is definitely known. The scar- 
city of lemon and orange results from the fact 
that the crop of fruit has been exceedingly 
good, while owing to the low prices heretofore 
Prevailing for the essences, the Sicilians pre- 
fer to ship the fruit itself as they can get pro- 
portionately more money for it. 

Peppermint oil is rather easier, but we have 
no quotable change in the price of bulk oil 
to record. It is reported that Western holders 
are prepared to accept less money and that 
the Waynr county farmers are soliciting bids, 
whereas th@y were extremely firm in their 
views a few weeks ago. No business of con- 
sequence has been done here since our last 
and the market closes very dull. Case oil 
is nominally quoted at $3 25,and we note a 
sale of 15 cases at that, but it is intimated 
that single cases could be bought at $3 20, al- 
though it is doubtful if that price would be 
accepted for a large Jot by any holder. Ad- 
vices from the other side report a deciine,and 
for the present export business is at a stand- 
still. In fact, it is said that no export orders 
could be given here at present at over $3 15. 


Flowers. 
The position of arnica flowers remains the

This market is entirely devoid of feature. 
There is only a limited jobbing demand, but 
at the same time prices as a whole are well 
maintained. 

Roots. 

The dullness in other lines is reflected by 
this market. Since we last wrote very little 
business has been done, and although prices 
lack the support of an active demand they are 
very well sustained. 

Calamus roct, bleached split, and peeled, is 
still in exceedingly light supply although 
small arrivals are expected every day. The 
other grades are in moderate stock and re- 
main steray at our quotations, 

White hellebore root is much higher 
abroad and consequently an advance in pow- 
der is expected here. 

Ipecac is again reported easier the nominal 
quotations being $190@195. The market is 
dull. 

Jalap continues to arrive and with growing 
supplies the early tone of the market increas- 
es. Nominally 80@385c is quoted but it is inti- 
mated that less will buy. 

Jamaica ginger is dull and unchanged. The 
first lot of the new crop has arrived and is 
held at 14@1444. It issaid to be moist and of 
very inferior quality. 


Mexican sarsaparilla is nominally quoted at 
93}4@10}¢c as to holder and quality.

As 
they knew, they had been trying all they pos- 
sibly could to get all the nitrate makers to 
reduce the output for ashort time. About 65 
or 70 per cent. of the whole of the nitrate 
producers were English companies, and all 
were more or less agreed not to sell 
nitrate except at a_ profit. Reports 
had lately been circulated as to the 
position of the Primitiva Company. He 
could tell them that the company was not in 
a bankrupt state, as had been alleged. Their 
property was not motgaged, neither did they 
owe anything like what was alleged to the 
banks. When they declared a dividend in 
July, 1889, they hada balance of £42,000. It 
was never anticipated by the board at that 
time that they would haveto resort to the 
reserve fund to cover the second dividend,but 
events foliowed in the nitrate market which 
no ordinary judgment could conceive. So 
far from the Bank of Tarapaca being under 
advances to the company, they had at 
that moment a balance to their credit in the 
books of the bank.

TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 30, 1890. 

While the past week has been rather quiet, 
af is usual in the closing month of the year, 
the business transacted for the month, as a 
whole, has been in excess of previous years, 
even though the stringency of the money 
market bas bad more or less influence upon 
trade in general. The year closes with almost 
no stocks of leading articles in first hands 
available for spot delivery. This is usually not 
the case, being rather the exception. The re- 
cent large arrivals of caustica d sal soda bav- 
ing been placed for consumption, the market 
closes firmer al! around,with values tending to 
anigher range. There has been more inquiry 
for future shipments of nearly all the heayyv 
chemicals in the list resulting in the placing of 
several contracts as noted below. Bleaching 
powder is without special interest the trade 
being well supplied for the present, are not 
taking much interest in the future develop- 
ments of this article. The uther light chem- 
icals are all steady, aud few changes are noted 
below. In speaking cf the Liverpool market 
under date of December 17, Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co. say: “There is little 
moving on the spot, buyers being ap- 
parently full for the balance of this 
year. In most cases manufacturers are fu'ly 
sold except for caustic soda, and prices are 
about unchanged all round. In soda ash it is 
difficult to find any sellers for December de- 
livery, quotations for which range from 1344@ 
14d per degree, per cwt. For 1o91 delivery, 
quotations range from 1 5-16@134d tor caustic 
and 134@144d for carbonated ash. Soda crys- 
tals ure well maintained at £310 per ton for 
any delivery. Caustic soda is flat and nothing 
doing. The Alkali Co.’s minimum quotations 
for December, 1890, and January to March. 
189i, are unaltered as folluws: 60% £.0, 7’ 
£11 5s, 74% £i2 5s, 76% £13 and up. For January 
to June, July to December, or all 1891 deliv- 
ery, 58 per ton less money would be accepted. 
Bleaching powder is quiet but very scarce, 
manufacturers being cleared out for this 
month. For forward delivery £7 is the min- 
imum price, but possibly an odd second hand 
parcel might be picked up for this month at 
284d per ton less money. Chlorate of potash 
is held for 534d per Ib, and little offering. Bi- 
carb soda is in small compass, and held for £7 
per ton and upwards, for one cwt kegs, ac- 
cording to brand and quantity, with usual al- 
lowances for larger packages.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated soda ash 48% of the various Liv- 
erpool brands, continues in light stock avail- 
able for spot or for delivery within the next 
thirty days The bulk of the stock coming to 
hand is generally under contract for con 
sumption, and only occasionally does any sur- 
plus find its way on the market. Vaiues con- 
tinue steady, with few changes to note. For 
shipments extendivg over the first half of the 
year there has been a fair demand, though in 
some instances buyers are not yet educated 
upto the prices demanded by the “union,” 
and are holding off in hopes that some one 
who was fortunate enough to secure an ample 
stock may be disposed to resell. The sales 
comprise 350 tons at 1 60@1 65c, as to quantity 
and date ot delivery. High test is in the same 
Position as indicated above. While the arrivals 
continue free, no surplus stocks are being 
Pressed on the market, they being generally 
uder contract for consumption’ For future 
shipmerts there is more inquiry, though at 
the moment buyers views are somewhat be- 
low sellers, who are not disposed to shade 
155c, though 150c has bern offered and re- 
fused for several hundred tons for future 
shipment. Sales are reported of 250 tons at 
156@1 60c,as to quantity, brand and date of 
delivery. 

Caustic soda ash 48% is in light stock for 
prompt delivery. There are, however, several 
lots on way which wil: relieve the market to 
some extent upon arrival. For spot lots val- 
Ues are rather unsettled, being quoted from 
165@1 70c., as to brand, quanitity and holder, 
whiie for future shipments extending over the 
first part of 1801 the general price named is 
160c., with 1550, bid and declined, the sales 
aggregating 275 tons, at prices ranging from 
1574@1 60c., as to make, quantity and date of 
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shipment, For high test there is almost no 
demand. Now and then asmall order comes 
along.

We 
understand that, circulars having been ad- 
dressed to the members, an«wers approving of 
the sale were received from shareholders rep- 
resenting 51,923 cut of 60.00 ordinary shares, 
and 57,767 out of 60,000 preference shares. Mr. 
Wilton Allbusen, chairman of directors, pre- 
sided at the meeting, and there was a large 
attendance of members. Two resolutions 
were submitted by the chairman. The first 
was to the effect that the company be wound 
up voluntarily, with Mr. J. E. Davidson as 
liquidator, The second resolution was to the 
effect that the liquidator be authorized to 
carry out the arrangement for the sale of the 
property and business to the union on the 
terms provided for by a provisional agree- 
ment, dated October 23, 1890. We are not at 
liberty to disclose the price which the share- 
hulders are to receive, but it is understood to 
be the largest that is to be paid by the union 
to any one of the Leblanc manufacturers, and 
it was very satisfactory to the shareholders at 
the meeting, who adopted the resolutions 
unanimously. Mr. Davidson, latesecretary of 
the Newcastle Company, stated that, »s oneof 
the committee of inspection under the union, 
he had visited all the Leblanc works, with two 
unimportant exceptions, in the United King- 
dom, and the works of the Newcastle Chemi- 
cal Works Company were the best equipped 
and most substantial of all. The chairman 
said that the United Alkali Company could 
not be formed without adhesion, and what 
wasa good bargain for their own cowpany 
was also a good bargain for the United Com- 
pany, who obrained a first-class current going 
chemical works, which would cost to-day to 
erect every penny of the substantial sum they 
had agreed to pay forit. With the moderate 
control of prices which they would obtain, 
the works at Gateshead should be as profit- 
able as they had been in bygone years. Many 
kindly references were made to the late Mr. 
Christian Alibusen, who, for a gr. at number 
of years, was the muinet-y of the Newcastle 
Chemical Works Company, and the trustees 
of whose estate will be interested largely in 
the new company. 
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French Tariff on Chemicals. 


The proposed tariff was not a general ad- 
vance on the present duties, and compared 
with other products the Government had 
wisely taken care not to ballast too heavily 
chemical produce, which to a large extent 
served as raw material in the production of 
textiles. Still, in some few instances the pro- 
posed increase was such as to make import to 
France from England prohibitory. For in- 
stance, alum (ammonia or potash) and sul- 
phate of alumina,. which now paid approxi- 
mutely 7s. 4d. per ton, were proposed to be 
taxed at 30s. per ton, which was more than 
four times the duty at present charged. 
The e was further an increase of about 25 per 
cent. on iodides of potassium and ammonium 
Oleic acid, now free,would pay £1 per ton, the 
duty on stearic acid was more than doubled, 
and oxide and carbonate of tead, cobalt salts, 
and calcium citrate, hitherto exempt from 
duty, were proposed to be charged respective- 
ly per ton lta,, £!4, and £3. There was also an 
enormous and absolutely prohibitory increase 
on salts of quinine. On the other hand, there 
was proposed a reduction of duty on the fol- 
lowing products: Bromine and its saits, ox- 
alic acid, borax, aluminium, chloride and 
chromate of potash. Out of 117 chemical 
products there would be a change in the pro- 
posed tariff in the case of 16 products, whilst 
101 products would be taxed as hitherto. The 
rtermediate products from coal-tar used in 
the manufacture of coal-tar colors, such as 
nitrobenzol, carbolic acid, and those not 
enumerated were under the present tariff 
free, whilst under the proposed tariff there 
would be a duty of £6 per ton—a move no 
doubt intended to further stimulate the de- 
velopment of the coal tar industry in France.

The general market for dyes and dvestuffs, 
ar was fully anticipated, has been wholly with- 
out feature during the past week, and in con- 
sequence of its being the close of the year, 
buyers have simply supplied their urgent re- 
quirements, which, naturally, have been only 
limited. 

Aniline colors have been without particular 
feature and no trading of any moment has 
been indulged in. Values are quoted with 
steadiness, but no advance can be noted. Ad- 
vices from abroad contain higher figures for 
salts and oil, but there are those whoare given 
to regard these reports as simply en effort to 
further strengthen the market and they back 
their opinion by offering to sell at the prices 
which were quoted a week ago, Stocks are 
pretty well sold up however. 

Alizarine—The usual jobbing demand har 
been traspiring for all the colors,and the 
wants of consumers have been supplied in the 
regular way at previous prices. 

Albumen—The several. grades of foreign 
have continued firm in tone, but no particular 
demand has prevailed. 

bichromate of Potash has been in moderate 
jobbing request at previous prices, but it is 
not possible to record any item of an interest- 
ing nature. Bichromate of Soda has been 
steady at former quotations, with the demand 
jobbing in character and of moderate dimen- 
sions, 

Cutch—From the report of dealers, the mar- 
ket appears to have strengthened somewhat, 
and itis now claimed by some that there is 
nothing obtainable under 6c. 
week a fair business has been accomplished 
at figures in the neighborhood of 5%c, but it 
is said that nothing under this figure has 
heen accepted. The trading has been entirely 
in spot goods, the foreign market continuing 
higher than ours. 

Dextrine—Higher prices continue to be held 
in check by the fact that there are still a few 
outside lots whichit is possible to secure at 
5i4c. The foreign market continues rtrong 
anda reported trust in potato glucose has 
caused a still greater feeling of strength 
abroad, among the dealers in potato products. 
The demand in the home market has not been 
out of the ordinary which is accounted for, 
however, by the fact of its being the holiday 


period. 

Divi divi—The market has continued firm in 
tone, although arrivals aggregating rome 276 
tons bave been received, the bulk of which 
has been already placed at prices in the 
neighborhood of $60. Spot sales in a small 
jobbing way have continued to be made at 
prices slightly above this figure. 

Dyewoods—There have been arrivals of 600 
tons Port de Paix, which was sold to arrive at 
$34. The demand has been nominal, but this 
is attributed to the fact of its being the clos- 
ing week of the year, and importers look for 
a revivaiof the demand after the adyent of 
the new year. According to report, heavy 
rains in Hayti have lessened the prospects for 
any material increase in the shipments, and 
the last three mail advices have brought no 
orders to sell. The extract manufacturers 
continue to have faith in a lower market later 
on, and state that there will be a sufficient 
quantity arriving in the near future to sup- 
ply all demands. This is in direct contradic- 
tion to the views of the importers, however, 
who still see no prospect of a lower market, 
taking the present condition of affairs asa 
basis. 

Gambier—There bave been the usual sales in 
asmal! jobbing way, aggregating 400 or 500 
bales, at 434c. There are no present indica- 
tions of achange in the market, except that, 
according to dealers, prices may show a de- 
cline, owing to the liberal supplies that are 
available at the moment. Beyond this, the 
market is without feature. 

Indigo—The spot market has continued 
rather quiet and while steady, cannot be 
called particularly ficm. The situation in 
London so far as figures are concerned, is 
stronger than in five years. but there are 
those who do not lay much stress on 
this feature. The regular auction sales will 
close on January 9and according to advices 
the total shipments to America will not be 
over 5,000 chests or about one-half the quan- 
tity shipped 'ast year. Dealers here continue 
to show a disposition to await the result of 
the London sales, which will commence next 
month, being evidently anticipatory that 
prices will show a decline. Madrasand Manila 
have been in limited demand at former prices. 

Nutgalis—Botb China and Aleppo galls have 
been very quiet, and prices show no change 
from a week ago, being quoted steady. The 
stock is ample for all requirements. 

Prussiate of Potash—The several grades have 
been in moderate request, and nothing is ex- 
pected of the market until the new year is 
well under way. For spot supplies the quo- 
tations continue at 20c, while parcels for for- 
ward delivery are held at 24e. 

Starch—There continues a cutting of prices 
in order to obtain what business is passing, 


During the, 
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the competition between the warring inter- 
ests being as keen as ever. Some good con- 
tracts have been placed within the past fort- 
night and all bave shown a particular desire 
tosecure them, henve prices, to a degree, 
have suffered. This has only been the case, 
however, on corn starch, wheat and potato 
baving been held with firmness owing to the 
continued absence of tupplies. During the 
past few days, the amount changing hands bas 
been of only moderate proportions, the sales 
being entirely of a jobbing character. 

Sumac—Sicily sumac according to recent 
advices, is firmer abroad and higher prices are 
looked for, due to the lack of supplies and an 
increased demand. Sales of ground are given 
us at $6350, although other dealers are now 
quoting $65@68. Virginia has been selling in 
the reguiar way at old figures and it is not 
possib!e to quote any features. 

Tin crystals have been selling at 144@1434c 
with the demand moderate and strictly on the 
jobbing order.

British Poisonous Plants.* 

The poisonous plants of Britain, said Miss 
Wood, are neither so numerous nor so viru- 
lent as those of tropical countries, but as 
there are records of persons having been 
poisoned by our native species, either thrcugh 
ignorance or by accident, it is as well to be 
able to distinguish betwern the harmless 
plants and those which are deleterious to 
bumun and animal life. It is a fact, neverthe- 
less a strange one, that many pcisonous 
plants supply us with valuable articles of 
food, such as the potato, tapioca or cassava. 

We may class poisons as producing their in- 
jurious effects by three different modes of 
action. First, those known as irritants; sec- 
ond, narcotics; and third, narcotic-irritants. 
Cases of vegctable poisoning are less open to 
the administration of antidotes than cases of 
poisoning by most mineral substances, whose 
dangerous qualities may often be neutralized 
or even removed altogether by ctemical 
means. Beginning at the first order of 
our natural system of plants, let us 
consider those belonging to the order 
Ranunculacex, nearly all of which ure poison- 
ous and either acrid or narcotic irritants. The 
common buttercup, also Ranuuculus acris and 
Fiammula, &¢., contain a poisonous quality, 
and bas been known to inflame the hands of 
children who have gathered and grasped the 
bruised stems during the hot weather. Cows 
and horses will not eat the plant in its fresh 
state. The monkshood Aconitum napellus 
is also of this tribe, and one of the most 
dangerous, its powerful alkaloid aconitine 
veing found both in the root and the leaves. 
The plants known as Helledorus are narcotic 
irritant poisons, and have an acrid, bitter, un- 
pleasant flavor, and are extremely virulent. 
The specimens shown were the Helleborus 
feetidus, which grows truly wild in Hamp- 
shire and Sussex only, the Helleborus viridis, 
asmaller species, and the beautiful Heile- 
borus niger, or Christmas rose. White helie- 
bore is the product of avery different plant— 
Veratrum aibum of the natural order Melan- 
thacere. 

Our next plant is the well-known Papaver 
somniferum, or opium poppy, which is so ex- 
tensively cultivated in Turkey, Persia and 
India for the opium it yields. The fresh plant 
has an acrid, bitter taste, and the unripe cap- 
sule, when broken, exude pleptifully a white 
opaque milky juice, which in drying be- 
comes opium, which has been employed 
for ages to mitigute vain and induce sleep. 
The juice of the Chelidonium majus, the 
greater celandine, is intensely bitter and 
acrid, producing a burning sensation in the 
mouch,. It is not now used in medicine, but it 
is a popular remedy for destroying warts. The 
Bryonia pioica, “white” bryony,” is a beautiful 
vine-like plant, the root of which has an ex- 
tremely unpleasant odor and nauseous taste, 
The fruit of all the Cucurbitace contain an 
active poisonous principle more abundant in 
the pulp and the placenta than elsewhere. 

The Umbelliferze, or hemlock tribe, num- 
bers amongst its members some of the com- 
monest poisonous plants of Britain as well 
as containing many which supply us with 
articles of food, condiment and medicine. 
Among the wholesome ones we may men- 
tion the carrot,, parsnip, celery, parsley, 
fennel, caraway and anise. The poisonous 
Conium maculatum is readily recognized 
by its spotted atem. The bemlock is a power- 
ful sedative, due to the presence of the alka- 
loid conine. It is only occasionally met with 
in the Liverpool district. Sheep eat it with- 
outapparent harm, while cows and goats will 
not touch it. Circuta virosa, the water heme 
lock or cowbane, is also very virulent. 
It has a strong and fetid odor, and 
very soon, if eaten, produces giddiness, 
convulsions and death. Some consider it the 
most poisonous of the British species, while 
others give the palm to (nanthe circata, the
